Gentlemen  :- 

In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinance,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1938,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

The  total  number  of  individuals  aided  during  the  year  was  2,165,  representing 
835  families  or  cases,  at  a gross  expense  for  all  divisions  of  $247,296.72.  Against 
this  amount,  there  was  billed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  $85,228.95 
for  the  case  of  persons  having  no  legal  settlement  and  $6,913.26  was  charged  to 
other  cities  and  towns  for  the  support  of  persons  residing  here  and  settled  else- 
where. These  credits  of  $92,142.21  bring  the  net  direct  cost  of  the  Department 
for  the  year  to  $155,154.51  or  $7.10  per  capita,  based  on  the  1935  census. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  total  expenditures  as  ap- 
propriated by  the  City  amounts  of  $247,296.72,  and  there  were  also  spent  the 
following  Federal  Grants:

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This  figure  added  to  $247,296.72,  makes  a total  expenditure  for  the  entire 
Department  for  the  year,  1938-$323,074.37. 

The  largest  case  load  was  attained  during  the  third  week  in  January,  330 
cases,  and  the  lowest  the  second  week  in  November,  200  cases.  The  case  lo,ad 
throughout  the  entire  year  was  much  larger  than  in  1937,  ranging  from  50  to  100 
cases  per  week  more  than  in  1937.

December 
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Business  conditions  were  not  as  good  as  last  year.  Efforts  were  made  with 
the  local  W.  P.  A.  office  to  place  as  many  as  possible  from  the  Welfare  Rolls  on 
the  W.  P.  A.,  but  apparently  the  best  that  we  could  do  was  to  place  about  25  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  that  were  assigned  throughout  the  entire  year. 

Through  the  C.  C.  C.  enrollment,  about  200  boys  were  sent  to  camp.  Most 
of  the  cases  represented  boys  taken  from  families  who  were  on  the  Welfare  Rolls, 
and  in  that  way,  reduced  the  expenditures. 

Old  Age  Assistance  has  increased  74  cases  since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
This  form  of  aid  will  continue  to  show  an  increase  and  if  the  age  limit  is  still 
further  reduced  and  the  amount  of  monthly  aid  increased,  expenditures  in  this 
department  will  take  a tremendous  jump.  At  the  present  time,  we  receive  back 
from  the  Federal  Government  about  48  per  cert  of  the  expenditures  which  are 
disbursed  by  this  Department  as  soon  as  it  is  received.  Y\  e also  receive  back 
3 1-2  per  cent  of  our  monthly  expenditures  for  Administration  purposes,  and  this 
amount  we  use  to  cut  down  our  Administration  cost.  Cases  and  expenditures 
month  by  month  are  shown  below:

The  Board  still  feels  that  a financial  saving  will  be  afforded  the  City  if  this  in- 
stitution is  closed  and  the  inmates  boarded  out  in  private  families.  A detailed 
report  pertaining  to  this  matter  is  already  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Council  and 
the  Board  is  awaiting  their  recommendation. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  has  increased  13  cases  since  the  beginning  of  the 
year.

It  is  believed  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment will  increase  their  participation  in  this  Department  and  also  that  the  State 
will  increase  their  grant,  and  that  a certain  amount  will  be  received  for  Administra- 
tion which  can  be  used  to  decrease  the  Administration  Account  for  the  entire 
Department. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  whole  hearted  cooperation  given  by  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  the  City  Council,  which  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  sufficiently 
for  the  needs  of  every  case  during  the  year.

IMPROVEMENTS 

Union  Street  and  South  Attleboro  Stations  were  painted.  Extensive  altera- 
tions made  to  apparatus  room  in  South  Attleboro.  All  work  being  done  by  our 
men. 

A new  flood  lighting  outfit  was  purchased  and  has  been  used  to  great  ad- 
vantage on  several  occasions. 

New  wheels  and  tires  were  placed  on  ladder  one  tractor. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  again,  as  in  1938,  recommend  the  purchase  of  a new  heating  plant  for 
the  South  Main  Street  Station.  The  heating  plant  has  been  in  use  since  1910  and 
is  in  very  bad  condition. 

We  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  apparatus  for  South  Attleboro. 

The  apparatus  now  in  use  in  Hebron ville  was  purchased  in  1913  and  if  this 
Station  is  to  be  continued  a new  piece  should  be  purchased  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  recommend  that  two  fire  alarm  boxes  be  purchased  each  year  until  the 
required  number  of  boxes  needed  in  the  City  is  fulfilled. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  pay  cut  be  restored  to  the  Chief, 
Assistant  Chief  and  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm.  All  other  pay  cuts  were 
restored  in  1936.

In  viewing  the  above  figures,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  permits  issued  during 
the  month  of  October  practically  doubled  due  to  the  effects  of  the  hurricane  of 
September.  This  storm  played  havoc  with  the  electrical  services  feeding  many 
of  the  homes  throughout  the  city  and  necessitated  a considerable  amount  of 
re-construction  along  these  lines. 

Along  the  lines  of  economy,  I would  suggest  that  some  form  be  adopted 
during  the  coming  year  for  the  charging  of  a very  small  fee  for  each  permit  issued 
to  electricians.  At  a very  low  rate,  it  would  be  possible  to  make  this  department 
self-supporting  as  you  may  notice  in  scanning  the  above  figures  of  permits  issued. 
Many  of  the  cities  in  the  state  have  different  systems  of  fees  pertaining  to  this 
work. 

During  the  past  year  two  young  men  have  been  employed  in  the  office  as 
clerks  under  the  supervision  of  the  National  Youths’  Administration  and  have 
done  much  toward  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  operation  of  this  department. 
Their  time  as  clerks  has  been  taken  up  in  the  issuing  of  permits  and  making 
permanent  record  of  work  done.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

It  is  with  considerable  satisfaction  that  the  annual  report  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  is  herewith  presented. 

The  Department  has  made  an  effort  to  have  regular  inspection  of  all  places 
serving  foodstuff  and  all  such  places  meeting  our  requirements  have  received  a 
card  which  tells  of  the  fact.  This  is  posted  in  a conspicuous  place.  Further,  in 
regard  to  this  work,  we  may  say  that,  on  the  whole,  we  have  received  excellent 
cooperation  upon  the  part  of  the  proprietors  of  such  establishments. 

The  16th  season  of  the  Health  Camp  was  terminated  with  a great  deal  of 
benefit  to  the  children. 

Mrs.  Lois  E.  W ilmarth  was  in  charge  of  the  camp  and  to  her  increasing  efforts 
the  physical  welfare  of  the  children  was  efficiently  cared  for;  the  food  was  good, 
the  children  were  taught  numerous  subjects  which  we  hope  may  be  of  value  to 
them  in  later  years. 

Our  follow  up  system  carried  out  at  the  Diphtheria  Clinic  has  continued  to 
show  good  results.  Most  of  our  inoculations  are  now  given  to  the  infants  and 
younger  children,  as  the  older  children  have,  in  the  past,  all  been  inoculated. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  during  the  last  year. 

The  department  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  service  of  Robert  Perriello, 
who  accepted  the  position  of  Milk  Inspector. 

Mr.  Perriello  is  a graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  State  College  and  thoroughly 
qualified  to  carry  on  the  work. 

He  has  been  most  thorough  in  his  work  and  has  in  almost  every  instance 
received  the  full  cooperation  of  the  milk  dealers  and  producers. 

He  has  done  considerable  work  in  addition  to  his  routine  inspection  and  all 
has  been  most  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Frederick  L.  Briggs  has  carried  on  his  work  of  inspection  of  animals 
and  inspector  of  slaughtering  in  a most  efficient  manner  and  deserves  considerable 
credit  for  so  doing. 
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Our  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Read,  has  turned  in  a record  of 
eighty-six  inspections  and  there  is  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  done  by 
his  department. 

Miss  May  E.  McMahon,  our  Health  Nurse,  has  done  the  usual  amount  of  work 
in  canvassing  homes  for  the  Diphtheria  Clinic  and  visiting  homes  when  there 
are  new-born  infants  for  the  purpose  of  informing  them  about  the  clinic  and  the 
importance  of  the  inoculation. 

A large  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  contacts  have  been  X-rayed,  and  the 
necessary  information  given  to  the  families  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  all  tuberculosis  contacts  should  be  X-rayed  and  this 
is  being  carried  out  whenever  possible. 

Our  health  nurse  has  also  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  school  nurse,  Mrs. 
Wendell,  and  the  school  physician,  Dr.  J.  \\  . Battershall,  in  visiting  school  when 
contagious  diseases  are  suspected.  Also  in  holding  diphtheria  clinics  at  the 
various  schools. 

Mrs.  Mildred  Ii.  Shaw  is  in  charge  of  the  office  work.  We  believe  our  records 
of  contagious  diseases  and  accuracy  of  death  reports  are  in  excellent  condition. 

It  is  our  aim  to  keep  this  up  to  the  minute  also  to  promptly  respond  to  all 
complaints  of  any  kind  concerning  the  health  of  the  community. 

As  usual,  we  have  the  continued  complaints  on  dumping  in  undesignated 
places.  We  have  been  continually  on  the  watch  but  have  been  unable  to  ap- 
prehend but  one  person  violating  our  wishes. 

Our  school  Dental  Clinic  has  done  a really  vast  amount  of  work  and  within 
the  past  year  we  have  undertaken  the  work  of  the  parochial  school.  This  of 
course  has  added  to  its  total  amount  of  work;  however,  it  has  been  well  taken 
care  of  without  any  additional  help  or  equipment  and  very  little  added  expense. 


Recommendations : 

We  most  highly  recommend  municipal  collection  of  rubbish. 

We  recommend  an  increased  use  of  pasteurized  milk. 

We  recommend  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  our  clerk  and  inspector. 

In  lieu  of  municipal  collection  of  rubbish,  I would  suggest  designation  of 
certain  areas  for  dumping  in  various  sections  of  the  city  which  may  be  used  for 
the  convenience  of  our  citizens. 


Conclusion:  The  affairs  of  the  department  have  gone  along  very  smoothly. 

We  enjoyed  the  cooperation  of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council,  the  Committee  on 
Health,  the  Camp  Organization,  my  fellow  practitioners,  the  Sturdy  Memorial 
Hospital,  Dr.  Garnet  Smith  of  the  Bristol  County  Hospital,  Dr.  Conro,  the 
Dentists  of  the  City,  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  and  are  most 
grateful  for  the  same.  The  detailed  report  is  appended.

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REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR  BACTERIOLOGIST 
AND  AUTHORIZED  AGENT

Dear  Dr.  Kent: 

Hereby  is  presented  my  annual  report  as  Milk  Inspector,  Bacteriologist  and 
Authorized  Agent  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

There  were  438  samples  of  milk  collected  and  examined  chemically,  of  these, 
2,7  were  found  to  be  below  the  legal  standard.  In  every  case,  after  the  first 
warning,  these  conditions  were  remedied. 

There  were  355  samples  of  milk  collected  and  examined  bacteriologically, 
of  which  25  samples  did  not  conform  with  the  standards.  A warning  letter  was 
sent  to  the  persons  responsible  for  these  high  bacteria  counts  and  in  every  case, 
these  conditions  were  remedied  upon  the  subsequent  sample  collected. 

There  were  23  samples  of  Grade  A milk  collected,  two  of  which  had  bac- 
teriological counts  over  the  standard  and  two  of  which  were  below  the  standard 
chemically.  Upon  the  first  notification,  the  parties  concerned  adjusted  the 
matter. 

There  were  59  samples  obtained  of  raw  milk  intended  to  be  pasteurized. 
Of  these,  five  were  below  the  standard  in  butter  fat  and  three  had  a higher  count 
than  400,000  per  c.  c.  of  milk. 

There  were  168  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  obtained  of  which  three  samples 
were  below  the  legal  standard  in  total  solids,  three  below  the  legal  standard  in 
butter  fat  and  two  did  not  conform  to  the  legal  bacteriological  standard  of  40,000 
per  c.  c.  of  milk.  On  subsequent  analysis  the  dealer  in  every  case,  had  adjusted 
his  difficulty. 

There  were  233  samples  of  raw  milk  analyzed  of  which  five  were  below 
standard  in  butter  fat,  six  below  standard  in  total  solids  and  twelve  did  not 
conform  to  the  bacteriological  standard  of  400,000  per  c.  c.  On  the  average, 
the  raw  milk  was  good  bacteriologically. 

There  were  22  samples  of  cream  collected,  all  of  which  conformed  to  the 
legal  standards. 

There  were  six  samples  of  ice  cream  analyzed,  of  which  all  samples  conformed 
to  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  standards. 

There  were  23  pasteurizing  plants  inspected,  190  inspections  being  made. 
In  two  plants,  the  milk  was  not  held  at  142  degrees  F.  for  a half  hour.  Both 
plants  adjusted  the  difficulty — one  plant  had  to  repair  the  recording  thermometer 
and  the  other  had  to  replace  the  mercury  thermometer,  m four  plants,  the 
pasteurizers  were  dirty,  in  four  plants  the  sanitary  pipings  were  not  properly 
cleaned.  There  were  six  plants  with  dirty  coolers.  In  two  plants,  the  capping 
machines  were  dirty.  Three  plants  were  given  a thorough  sanitary  inspection 
because  of  high  bacteria  counts.  All  of  these  conditions  were  adjusted. 

There  were  42  raw  milk  plants  inspected,  320  inspections  being  made. 
The  Department  has  made  a rigid  sanitary  drive  on  these  plants.  There  were 
many  adjustments  made.  Two  plants  were  ordered  to  store  only  milk  in  cooling 
tanks.  Twelve  plants  were  given  a thorough  inspection  because  of  high  bacteria 
counts.  In  general,  the  high  bacteria  counts  were  due  to  high  storage  tempera- 
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ture,  unsanitary  utensils  and  milking  machines  and  general  carelessness  when 
milking.  Five  plants  were  notified  for  unsanitary  utensils.  Two  were  notified 
for  using  stray  bottles. 

The  four  ice  cream  plants  in  Attleboro  were  inspected  four  times  each.  One 
plant  was  warned  for  having  an  unsanitary  freezer.  This  condition  was  promptly 
rectified.  On  the  whole,  ice  cream  manufactured  in  Attleboro  is  a very  good 
product. 

There  were  twelve  samples  of  water  collected  and  tested.  Only  one  sample 
showed  any  signs  of  contamination.  This  sample  was  taken  from  a well  recently 
dug  and  showed  soil  contamination — the  sample  was  condemned  because  of  its 
potential  danger,  but  the  subsequent  sample  was  found  to  be  free  from  contamina- 
tion. The  City  water  supply  has  been  tested  at  different  times  and  has  been  found 
safe. 

There  were  over  one  hundred  farms  inspected,  563  inspections  being  made. 
Many  of  the  producers  were  warned  against  using  wool-dust  and  manure  for 
the  gutters,  eighteen  were  warned  for  unsanitary  conditions  in  the  barn, 
twenty  for  unsanitary  conditions  of  milk  utensils.  Eighty-one  milk  violation 
letters  were  sent  out  by  this  Department,  however,  none  of  the  conditions  war- 
ranted prosecution.  The  producers  have  cooperated  with  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  in  every  case,  they  have  adjusted  their  difficulty  with  one  exception. 
The  one  exception  is  no  longer  selling  milk  in  the  Attleboro  market. 

Ten  producers  were  warned  for  having  dirty  cows,  ten  were  warned  for  dirty 
water  in  cooling  tanks,  twenty-two  were  warned  for  not  cooling  milk  properly. 
A rigid  inspection  of  milking  machines  was  carried  on  during  the  past  year. 

Sixty-eight  nuisances  have  been  investigated.  Twenty-six  letters  were  sent 
out  because  of  violations  of  the  Health  Laws  of  this  City.  Most  of  these  condi- 
tions were  promptly  adjusted  after  notification  by  this  Department.  There  were 
twenty  warning  letters  sent  by  this  Department  to  persons  dumping  rubbish  on 
private  property.  The  department  has  appealed  to  the  people  through  the 
newspaper  to  stop  this  atrocious  practice,  but  the  illegal  dumping  has  continued 
and  this  Department  will  have  to  take  drastic  action  and  prosecute  the  violators 

There  were  forty  inspections  of  food  markets.  There  were  five  warnings 
sent  out  from  the  Department  for  exposed  food,  one  warning  for  lack  of  proper 
refrigeration,  one  warning  for  dirty  chest  and  show-case  covers.  These  conditions 
were  remedied. 

There  were  twenty-five  restaurants  inspected,  eighty  inspections  being  made. 
There  were  42  score  cards  filled  out  for  21  restaurants,  eight  of  these  scores  were 
below  standard.  Two  restaurants  scored  below  standard  twice,  the  remaining 
six  cleaned  up  and  upon  a subsequent  inspection,  the  conditions  were  found  to 
have  been  adjusted. 

On  November  9,  If 38,  the  Department  sent  to  every  restaurant  owner  in 
the  City  a list  of  minimum  requiremc  nts.  Upon  future  inspections,  the  establish- 
ments abiding  by  these  regulations  will  receive  a placard  which  has  the  approval 
of  the  1 ealth  L epartment  printed  on  it.  These  placards  are  subject  to  removal 
when  the  Department  decides  that  the  requirements  are  not  being  met.  There 
were  four  letters  sent  for  exposed  food,  three  sent  for  unsanitary  conditions  of 
establishment.  There  were  two  suspected  hamburg  steaks  seized  by  the  Depart- 
ment, one  of  these  samples  proved  to  be  in  a state  of  decomposition.  Most  of 
the  restaurants  in  this  City  are  in  fair  condition. 


/Summary 

For  If  39,  the  Health  Department  will  make  more  restaurant  inspections. 
These  inspections  will  be  helped  along  by  making  bacteriological  analysis  of 
glasses  and  dishes.  This  will  be  done  by  following  the  new  standard  methods 
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of  bacteriological  analysis  of  glasses  and  dishes  recently  issued  by  the  American 
Public  Health  Department. 

During  1939,  the  Department  will  use  the  Phosphatase  Test  to  ascertain 
conclusively  between  raw  and  pasteurized  milk,  to  determine  improperly  pasteur- 
i zed  milk  and  cream,  and  to  stop  the  practice  that  some  dealers  have  of  mixing 
pasteurized  cream  with  raw  skimmed  milk. 

The  Department  would  like  to  have  all  bakery  wagons  register  at  the  Health 
Department  so  that  each  wagon  can  be  subject  to  a thorough  inspection  at  any 
time. 

Meat  markets  will  continue  to  be  inspected  for  sanitary  conditions  of  both 
the  establishment  and  the  food. 

Dairy  farms  and  plants  will  be  rigidly  inspected  as  usual.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  NURSE 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938 

We  have  had  fewer  contagious  diseases  reported  this  year  than  for  severa 
years.  The  homes  have  been  quarantined  and  mothers  instructed  in  the  technique 
of  home  care  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease.  We  have  had  no  diphtheria 
for  several  years.  Scarlet  fever  was  also  less  prevalent  and  of  milder  form  than 
in  any  recent  year. 

Each  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  reported  to  this  department  and 
investigated.  Hospitalization  is  advised  in  the  interest  of  the  patient’s  welfare 
and  also  for  the  protection  of  members  of  the  family,  and  of  the  community! 
All  contact  and  discharged  cases  are  visited  regularly.  We  offer  X-ray  to  each 
member  in  the  home.  Thanks  to  Dr.  Garnet  Smith,  Superintendent  of  Bristol 
County  Hospital,  X-ray  service  is  offered  free  and  has  been  of  great  value  in 
discovery  and  early  diagnosis  of  this  dread  disease.  Weekly  clinics  are  held  at 
Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

I have  also  assisted  at  the  Chadwick  and  County  Clinics  held  in  the  schools. 
With  tuberculosis  now  treated  surgically  we  have  a lower  death  rate  from  this 
cause. 
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Diphtheria  prevention  clinics  are  held  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  each 
Saturday  morning  during  October  and  November.  Clinics  are  also  held  in  the 
schools  in  the  outlying  districts.  Dr.  Battershall,  School  Physician,  and  Mrs. 
Wendell,  School  Nurse,  assist  at  these  clinics.  House  to  house  canvass  throughout 
the  City  is  made  by  me  and  mothers  are  urged  to  have  their  infants  immunized. 
Transportation  is  provided  for  mothers  and  children  to  and  from  all  clinics. 

Vaccination  clinics  were  held  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  during  September. 
Children  from  families  unable  to  afford  a private  physician  were  vaccinated 
by  Dr.  Battershall. 

The  Attleboro  Health  Camp  finished  its  sixteenth  year  of  service.  This 
was  the  fourth  season  for  girls  and  the  camp  is  now  known  as  the  Attleboro 
Girls’  Health  Camp.  The  children  selected  from  camp  are  those  definitely 
underweight,  malnourished,  and  from  needy  homes.  Physical  defects,  namely 
diseased  tonsils  and  defective  teeth,  are  corrected.  Eight  children  had  tonsils 
and  adenoids  removed.  Twelve  children  had  dental  defects  corrected  through 
the  School  Dental  Clinic,  thanks  to  Dr.  W.  E.  Turner,  Dr.  Anderson  S.  Briggs, 
and  Miss  Barbara  Greene,  Dental  Hygienist.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Lions  Club  the  girls  attending  camp  were  given  a year’s  membership  to  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  School  Physician, 
the  School  Nurse,  the  District  Nurses,  the  Family  W elfare  Association  ,the 
Board  of  Public  V1*  elfare,  the  Lions  Club,  the  Doctors’  Club  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.

Dear  Dr.  Kent: 

M e herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Dentists  and  Dental  Hygienist  for 
the  school  year  of  1938. 

The  j^ear  1938,  was  the  first  full  year  for  the  school  dental  program  and 
clinic.  A > e have  accomplished  much  in  actual  repair  work  on  teeth  for  pupils 
in  the  first  three  grades  and  through  our  educational  program  we  have  made 
pupils  in  all  grades  tooth-conscious. 

The  statistics  which  follow  give  an  exact  account  of  the  practical  part  of  our 
program.  This  work  is  done  for  pupils  in  the  first  three  grades  only  because  our 
program  is  one  of  prevention.  The  clinic  operates  each  school  day  morning  at  the 
Hiss  School.  Cur  patients  are  pupils  from  all  schools. 

Our  method  of  records  is  one  that  is  verified  by  the  classroom  teacher  who 
as  a rule  knows  the  family  conditions  quite  well,  it  consists  of  a questionnaire 
which  is  sent  home  first  and  only  after  these  questions  are  answered  and  found 
satisfactory,  is  an  application  for  work  sent  home.  This  is  done  because  our  work 
is  necessarily  limited  to  pupils  from  indigent  families  only. 

This  year  on  our  recommendation,  the  P.  T.  A.  of  Hiss  School  sponsored 
the  treating  and  filling  of  a central  tooth  for  a girl  of  nine  years  from  a school  in 
another  district.  This  work  was  done  by  the  family  dentist.  A similar  thing  is 
being  done  for  another  child  hurt  in  school  athletics.  These  pupils  are  both  from 
indigent  families.  The  educational  program  has  been  carried  out  throughout 
all  the  grades  except  in  high  School.  Moving  pictures,  with  instruction  by  the 
I ygienist  were  shown  in  all  schools.  Individual  instruction  was  given  each  pupil 
by  her  as  she  inspected  his  teeth.  This  might  have  been  on  the  proper  care  of 
teeth,  diet,  or  the  necessity  of  visiting  the  dentist.  In  connection  with  this  worK, 
the  Hygienist  sold  sixteen  hundred  toothbrushes.

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Although  home  visting  is  really  not  a part  of  her  work,  the  Hygienist  did 
visit  some  homes  at  the  request  of  the  parent  or  teacher. 

Lectures  to  the  P.  T.  A.  of  Farmer  School  and  Bliss  School  were  given  by  her 
on  our  work.  The  pupils  of  one  school  put  on  an  original  Puppet  show  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Hygienist.  We  took  in  to  the  Massachusetts 
Dental  Convention  in  Boston,  two  exhibits  from  our  schools.  This  year  in 
addition  to  the  public  schools  of  the  city,  we  have  added  the  parochial  school  to 
our  list. 

We  feel  sure  that  a great  benefit  has  been  derived  from  our  work.  An 
improvement  in  school  work  has  been  noticed  by  teachers  in  some  youngsters 
who  had  extensive  dentistry  done,  such  as  removal  of  a number  of  abscessed 
teeth.  While  inspecting  this  fall,  the  appearance  and  expression  of  certain 
others  seemed  healthier  and  happier  to  us.  This  improvement  is  attributed 
to  our  work. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  dentists  for  their  very  kind  cooperation  in  sending 
Dental  Certificates  to  us  for  children  having  work  done  in  their  private  offices. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  at  this  time,  Dr.  Walter  Briggs,  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg, 
Mr.  Lewis  Fales,  Mrs.  Wendell,  the  principals  and  teachers  and  all  who  assisted 
us  in  any  way  for  their  friendly  cooperation.

Gentlemen : 

I hereby  respectfully  submit  a report  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  together 
with  a detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Attle- 
boro during  the  year  1938.

Remarks 

Crime  which  has  been  at  a minimum  in  our  city  for  several  years  has  still 
been  reduced  due  to  the  way  the  officers  have  performed  their  duties.  90%  of 
our  crimes  have  been  cleared  by  our  Inspectors’  Division. 

Homes  have  been  checked  day  and  night  where  occupants  have  been  away 
and  in  no  instances  has  there  been  a break  in  the  homes  that  have  been  checked. 
I believe  the  public  is  realizing  the  benefit  of  reporting  homes  vacant  while  away. 

Our  accident  rate  for  the  year  has  been  better  than  in  previous  year,  having 
cut  down  on  fatalities  and  personal  injuries  considerably.  This  can  only  be 
controlled  by  motor  patrols. 

Recommendations 

I recommend  that  we  increase  our  department  in  number  by  five  regular 
patrolmen  and  at  least  two  cruisers  with  two-way  radio  sets,  as  we  all  know  that 
the  territory  that  we  have  to  cover  is  a large  one  and  we  need  to  be  in  as  close  a 
contact  as  possible  with  our  officers. 

I would  also  recommend  that  a call  box  be  placed  at  the  corner  of  Holden 
and  Bank  Streets  and  the  corner  of  Pine  and  Maple  Streets. 
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In  Conclusion 

At  this  time  I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  His  Honor  Mayor  H. 
Winslow  Brown  and  members  of  the  Municipal  Council  for  the  courtesy  and 
consideration  shown  to  this  department;  also  to  Judge  Ralph  C.  Estes  and  his 
associates,  John  \V.  McIntyre,  Walter  A.  Briggs  and  Clerk  of  Court,  Edwin  F. 
Thayer,  who  have  so  willingly  aided  me  in  the  police  work  during  the  past  year. 

I wish  to  thank  Edmund  H.  Gingras,  Inspector  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  his 
department  who  have  been  ready  and  willing  at  all  times  to  cooperate  with  my 
department.

Report  of  City  Forester

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council, 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

The  W.  P.  A.  crew  was  used  in  creosoting  gypsy  moth  eggs  in  the  woodland 
extending  200  feet  from  the  road. 

The  residential  section  was  taken  care  of  by  the  regular  men  in  the  forestry 
department. 

A considerable  number  of  wild  cherry  trees  were  cut  and  burned  in  control 
of  tent  catapillar,  this  work  being  done  with  W.  P.  A.  labor.  The  results  were 
very  satisfactory. 

Underbrush  was  cut  out  and  trees  were  trimmed  on  the  water  shed  at  South 
Attleboro,  also  at  Hoppin  Hill  Reservoir. 

There  were  5,000  soft  pine  trees  set  out  at  South  Attleboro  pumping  station. 

There  was  no  spraying  done  owing  to  inefficiency  of  spray  pump. 

The  hurricane  of  September  21  was  the  cause  of  a large  amount  of  extra 
work  and  will  necessitate  considerable  extra  work  this  coming  season,  trimming 
broken  branches. 

At  this  time  I want  to  take  the  opportunity  ot  thank  those  who  so  willingly 
assisted  in  clearing  the  streets  of  felled  trees  and  broken  branches  at  the  time  of 
the  hurricane  and  immediately  after. 

I again  recommend  that  a large  spray  pump  be  purchased  for  use  in  the 
forestry  department. 

If  the  old  pump  was  working  right,  owing  to  its  small  size,  I could  only 
spray  about  one-third  of  the  territory  that  is  required.

In  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a general  decrease  in  the  elementary 
school  enrollment  all  over  the  country.  The  High  Schools  have  gained  in  enroll- 
ment. This  condition  has  been  true  for  Attleboro.  The  grades  in  the  center 
schools  have  lost  13.2%;  Briggs  Corner,  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  have  lost 
21.5%;  SouthAttleboro  has  lost  more  than  a third  of  its  enrollment,  34.1% 
Three  rooms  have  been  closed  in  South  Attleboro  since  1932,  and  it  is  probable 
that  another  room  will  be  closed  next  year,  if  the  drop  in  numbers  continues. 
One  room  has  also  been  closed  in  the  Richardson  School,  the  Sanford  Street  Schoo  1 
and  at  Dodgeville.  This  makes  a total  of  six  rooms  closed  since  1932.

The  most  important  educational  work  of  the  year  has  been  the  attempt  to 
improve  the  reading  ability  of  all  pupils  from  the  first  grade  through  the  -High 
School.  On  March  1,  1038,  the  elementary  school  teachers  were  addressed  on 
this  subject  by  Mr.  Robert  V\ . Peabody,  principal  of  the  Windmill  Street  Ele- 
mentary School  of  Providence. 

March  8,  1938,  several  principals  and  teachers  attended  a lecture  in  Prockton 
on  “Individualized  Reading  in  the  Classroom”  given  by  Miss  Helen  Sullivan, 
assistant  director  of  the  educational  clinic  of  Eoston  University  School  of  Educa- 
tion. 

March  9,  1938,  a second  address  on  the  same  subject  was  given  by  Miss 
Alice  M.  Hazard,  teacher  of  remedial  reading  in  the  Ezek  Hopkins  Junior  High 
School,  Providence,  to  teachers  of  grades  four  to  eight. 

March  31,  1938,  several  principals  attended  the  conference  of  the  elementary 
school  principals  at  Amherst,  and  listened  to  addresses  on  reading  by  Dr.  Emmett 
A.  Betts  of  State  Normal  College,  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  and  Dr.  Paul  McKee  of  Colorado 
State  Teachers  College. 

April  27,  1938,  another  meeting  of  elementary  teachers  was  addressed  by 
Miss  Helen  S.  V-  ilkinson,  director,  reading  center,  Eoston  Teachers  College, 
and  co-author  of  “Improving  Your  Reading”,  W ilkinson  and  Frown. 

May  12,  1938,  Mr.  Elmer  E.  Smith,  head  of  the  English  department,  Central 
High  School,  Providence,  explained  to  the  teachers  of  the  1 igh  School  what  had 
been  done  over  a period  of  years  to  improve  reading  in  E igh  School  in  Providence. 

To  help  teachers  in  their  efforts  to  ascertain  the  causes  of  reading  deficiencies 
and  to  remove  them,  principals  and  teachers  have  been  supplied  with  a mass  of 
literature  on  the  subject,  suggesting  methods  to  be  used.  Many  new  sets  of 
readers  have  been  provided.  Each  school,  including  the  High  School,  is  now 
carrying  on  its  own  program  in  reading  to  prevent  failure  and  to  overcome  read- 
ing backwardness. 


SANFORD  STREET  SCHOOL 

On  August  31,  1938,  a fire  occurrred  in  the  middle  building  of  the  Sanford 
Street  School.  The  fire  department  confined  the  blaze  to  the  roof  and  one  room 
on  the  third  floor  of  the  building.  Temporary  repairs  were  made  to  the  roof 
so  that  it  would  be  water  tight  for  the  winter,  but  no  attempt  was  made  to  fix  up 
the  room  and  it  was  closed.  Permanent  repairs  have  been  held  up,  pending 
action  of  the  P.  W . A.  authorities  in  Washington  on  the  City’s  application  for  a 
federal  grant  to  build  a new  building  to  replace  the  Sanford  Street  and  the  Bank 
Street  schools.  The  last  report  received  from  W ashington  was  to  the  effect  that 
P.  W.  A.  funds  for  new  projects  were  exhausted,  and  that  no  new  allotments  were 
being  made. 

If  no  help  can  be  secured  from  P.  W.  A.,  the  City  is  faced  with  two  alterna- 
tives : 

1.  Repair  the  middle  building. 

2.  Build  a new  building  without  government  help. 

W hen  the  State  Inspector  of  Buildings  granted  temporary  permission  to 
use  this  building  after  the  fire,  he  was  influenced  by  the  fact  that  ^ttleboro  had 
begun  to  make  plans  for  a new  building,  if  the  new  building  is  not  built,  it  is  my 
understanding  that  the  State  will  require  extensive  repairs  and  alterations  to 
bring  the  old  building  up  to  modern  standards.  No  official  communication  has 
been  received,  but  it  was  suggested  that  new  fire-proof  stairs;  new  windows  for 
the  rooms  on  the  third  floor,  and  a new  fire  escape  would  be  among  the  require-

merits.  These  changes  would  run  into  a sizable  sum,  and  it  is  a question  whether 
the  building,  built  in  1874,  65  years  ago,  is  worth  the  expenditure  of  so  large  a sum. 

If  a new  building  is  planned,  it  should  contain  enough  rooms  to  house  both 
the  Sanford  Street  and  the  Bank  Street  schools,  should  have  an  assembly  hall,  a 
gymnasium,  and  rooms  and  shops  for  the  Vocational  School.  Such  a building 
could  hardly  be  placed  on  the  present  Sanford  Street  lot,  without  depriving  the 
pupils  of  proper  play  space.  The  school  committee  has  recommended  the  lot  on 
Watson  Avenue  but  there  are  still  some  obstacles  to  be  overcome,  before  this  lot 
can  be  used  for  a school  site. 

At  present,  then,  we  are  waiting  word  from  Washington  with  not  much 
hope  at  present  that  a federal  grant  will  be  made. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  addition  to  the  High  School  building  will  be  completed  some  time  in 
April,  and  will  be  occupied  in  part  as  soon  as  the  rooms  are  ready.  Full  use  of 
the  building  will  not  be  possible  till  September,  when  it  is  probable  that  three 
additional  teachers  will  be  needed.  The  registration  for  September,  made  in 
May  will  determine  what  subjects  the  new  teachers  will  teach.  The  report 
of  the  L igh  School  principal  gives  same  of  the  increased  educational  advantages 
to  be  derived  from  the  use  of  the  new  rooms. 


THE  JEWELRY  TRADES  SCHOOL 

This  school  is  now  in  its  fifth  year.  Starting  as  an  E.  R.  A.  project  in  October 
1934,  it  has  gradually  developed  into  a real  school.  In  September  1937,  new 
educational  standards  for  admission  to  the  school  were  set  up,  and  afternoon 
study  at  the  t igh  School  inaugurated.  The  school  has  improved  rapidly  since 
that  time.  The  enrollment  stands  steadily  at  50,  which  is  as  large  a number 
as  can  be  easily  handled.  Manufacturers  say  that  the  boys  secured  through  the 
school  fit  into  their  shop  jobs  quickly  and  efficiently,  and  save  much  lost  time 
for  themselves  and  their  employees.

REPAIRS 

The  school  property  is  insured,  in  the  blanket  policy  carried  by  the  city,  for 
$1,049,900  which  is  80%  of  the  estimated  value  of  the  property.  This  would 
make  the  value  of  the  property  $1,312,375.  To  keep  this  property  in  repair 
there  was  appropriated  in  the  regular  budget  for  1938  the  sum  of  $5,000.  Aiter 
the  fire  at  the  Sanford  Street  School,  August  31,  and  the  hurricane,  September  21, 
$3,000  more  was  appropriated  to  take  care  of  the  damage  caused  by  these  two 
destructive  agencies.  The  second  appropriation  did  not  cover  all  the  damage 
done  but  it  was  all  that  was  allowed. 

For  the  last  three  years  the  following  amounts  for  regular  repairs  have  been 
appropriated : 

1936—  $5,517.75 

1937—  5,121 .22  plus  764.88  for  W.  P.  A. 

1938—  5,000.00 

These  amounts  are  far  too  small  to  maintain  property  valued  at  more  than  a 
million  and  a quarter.  The  result  is  that  the  needed  repairs  have  not  been  made, 
and  some  of  the  buildings  are  pretty  shabby,  inside  and  out.  It  is  foolish  economy 
to  neglect  property  for  several  years,  because  the  final  bill  for  repairs  is  bound  to 
be  much  larger  than  if  the  property  had  been  kept  up  and  repairs  made  when 
needed.  From  1920  to  1930  the  average  expenditure  was  over  $10,000,  and  that 
ought  to  be  the  minimum  allowed  for  repairs  each  year.  A city  is  poor  indeed 
when  it  cannot  afford  to  maintain  in  good  condition  the  property  it  owns. 
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RESIGNATIONS 


During  the  year  five  teachers  resigned,  four  to  be  married  and  one  to  accept 
a better  position  in  her  home  city.  This  is  the  smallest  number  to  leave  the 
service  of  the  city  in  a long  time.

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The  Attleboro  schools  do  not  attempt  to  provide  all  the  educational  ad- 
vantages offered  in  the  large  cities.  But  with  the  means  at  our  disposal,  we  are 
trying  to  give  each  boy  and  girl  such  preparation  for  life  as  the  pupil  needs.  1 he 
High  School  prepares  for  college,  technical  school,  nursing  and  clerical  work. 
It  lays  a strong  foundation  for  music,  art,  and  manual  arts  trades.  The  Voca- 
tion School  takes  boys  and  girls  from  the  grades  and  fits  them  for  such  jobs  as 
they  arc  likely  to  secure  according  to  the  survey  made  by  the  instructors.  The 
Jewelry  Trades  School  attempts  to  teach  the  fundamentals  of  a few  trade.-  in  the 
jewelry  industry.  Throughout  the  schools,  teachers  are  trying  to  reach  the 
individual  pupil  and  to  give  him  the  corrrect  attitude  towards  work  and  his  social 
environment.  How  well  the  schools  are  succeeding  may  be  judged  by  the  output. 

Attleboro  is  a good  place  to  live  in.  The  social  and  moral  standards  of  the 
community  are  high.  The  people  are  intelligent.  The  administration  of  the 
city  is  clean  and  wholesome.  ri  here  has  never  been  any  suspicion  of  graft  or 
corruption  in  any  administration.  1 believe  the  schools  have  done  their  part  in 
bringing  about  these  conditions.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  see 
that  the  present  high  standards  of  the  schools  aie  maintained.

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  o Schools: 

It  is  a pleasure  to  submit  the  following  material  comprising  my  third  annual 
report  as  principal  of  Attleboro  High  School.

*Post-graduates  were  excluded  on  account  of  overcrowded  conditions.  In 
addition,  a maximum  enrollment  of  981  in  September  showrs  that  many  pupils 
have  already  dropped  out  in  the  three  months  of  the  present  school  year.  Actually 
this  number  is  53,  a loss  which  is  partly  offset  by  the  admission  of  new  students. 
In  this  connection,  the  following  figures  are  of  interest  as  showing  wrhy  pupils 
leave  High  School:  moved,  3;  entered  Trade  School,  3;  entered  Vocational  School, 
12;  illness,  gone  to  work,  at  home,  or  reason  unknown,  35.  Approximately  two- 
thirds  of  those  who  have  left  high  school  have  ended  their  formal  education. 
The  average  age  of  these  boys  and  girls  is  16  years,  9 months. 

These  figures  over  a period  of  ten  years  indicate  a gradual  stabilization  of  the 
high  school  enrollment  in  the  vicinity  of  one  thousand.  Unless  in  the  years 
immediately  ahead  there  is  a radical  change  in  local  industrial  conditions,  we  may 
expect  a student  body  of  about  this  number  for  several  years  to  come;  although 
the  decreased  birthrate  of  the  depression  years  (roughly  1930-1935)  will  un- 
doubtedly be  reflected  in  a slight  falling  off  in  the  years  to  come,  about  1944-1950.

The  New  Addition 

No  one  who  has  not  worked  in  daily  contact  in  the  high  school  with  problems 
resulting  from  the  badly  overcrowded  conditions  of  the  last  ten  years,  can  fully 
appreciate  the  importance  of  the  addition  and  improvements  in  the  old  building, 
made  possible  by  the  recent  favorable  action  of  the  city  government,  in  the 
first  place,  for  the  first  time  in  these  ten  years  there  will  be  enough  actual  floor 
space  to  accommodate  the  student  body.  The  following  items,  also,  suggest 
only  a few  of  the  major  improvements  and  better  working  conditions  to  be  realized, 
which  have  been  the  dream  of  the  school  for  several  years  past: 

1.  Greatly  improved  fighting,  heating,  and  ventilation. 

2.  An  adequate  cafeteria  with  modern  facilities  for  feeding  and  seating 
over  three  hundred  students. 

3.  The  abolition  of  the  assembly  hall  as  a study  room  and  numbers  of 
study  pupils  in  the  rear  of  classrooms  reduced  to  a minimum. 

4.  An  improved  locker  system,  promoting  greater  honesty  among  students 
and  increased  respect  for  property  rights. 

5.  Improved  toilet  rooms  and  show  ers. 

6.  Seating  accommodations  for  spectators  in  the  gymnasium. 

7.  Better  provision  for  instruction  in  band,  orchestra,  and  glee  club,  and 
storage  space  provided  for  expensive  musical  instruments. 

8.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  school  better  provided  for  in  non-college 
subjects. 

Outside  of  the  mere  matter  of  overcrowding,  the  last  item  in  the  fist  above 
stands  foremost  in  importance  in  the  educational  training  of  the  young  people  of 
Attleboro.  It  is  no  longer  a secret  that  only  a small  minority  of  A.  B . S.  graduates 
now  go  on  to  further  study  in  institutions  of  higher  education  (Class  of  1938,  27%).

What  of  the  greater  seventy-five  per  cent?  The  addition  will  make  possible 
an  extension  of  our  work  in  manual  training,  which  has  too  largely  been  restricted 
to  elementary  woodwork.  Wore  boys  will  be  provided  for  in  larger  classes,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  eventually  the  program  will  broaden  out  into  general  shopwork 
that  will  include  such  subjects  as  sheet  metal  work,  soldering,  and  automotive 
and  electrical  repair.  This  training,  however,  will  be  general  in  character.  V ith 
the  possible  exceptions  of  shorthand,  typewriting  and  bookkeeping  in  the  com- 
mercial course,  the  school  does  not  yet  attempt  to  teach  the  specific  skills  of 
any  trade  or  occupation.  In  the  same  way  the  efficiency  of  the  commercial 
department  will  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  another  room  for  typewriting  and 
provision  for  advanced  training  in  filing  and  the  use  of  office  equipment.  The 
science  facilities  of  the  school  will  be  expanded  to  permit  laborato^  work  for 
pupils  in  non-college  science  classes  which  have  heretofore  been  limited  largely 
to  the  textbook.  There  is  every  reason  for  giving  the  non-college  boy  or  girl,  a 
general  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  world  of  science  around  him.  W hile  this 
does  not  require  the  number  of  technical  experiments  of  the  college  course, 
science  can  not  be  taught  satisfactorily  without  experience  in  demonstrating 
and  handling  scientific  materials. 

Two  committees  of  the  faculty  are  now  at  work  on  studies  of  the  curriculum 
which  should  result  in  one  or  two  additions  to  the  program  of  studies  and  new 
teaching  materials.  It  is  hoped  to  provide  a new  commercial  course  in  office 
practice  for  seniors,  and  a course  in  the  problems  of  democracy  to  complete  the 
school’s  offerings  in  social  science. 

In  the  household  arts  curriculum  the  present  one  small  room  for  laboratory 
instruction  in  clothing,  nutrition,  household  chemistry,  and  household  manage- 
ment will  be  abandoned  for  quarters  in  the  new  wing  nearly  three  times  as  large. 
Many  girls  in  the  school  heretofore  denied  admission  to  these  classes  because  of 
cramped  quarters  may  now  profit  from  the  work  of  this  department.

Student  Activities 

With  the  increased  enrollment  and  tne  consequent  wider  need  of  social 
training,  there  are  more  organized  activities  on  the  extra-curricula  calendar  than 
ever  before.  In  addition  to  the  four  class  organizations,  these  are:  the  student 
council,  the  “Blue  Owl”,  the  orchestra,  glee  club,  and  new  band,  the  senior  play, 
the  constantly  improving  press  club,  a newly  organized  debating  club,  the  t i-Y, 
Tri-Y,  and  Bi-Y  organizations,  and  boys’  and  girls’  athletics.  These  are  all 
supervised  by  members  of  the  staff  or  adult  members  of  the  community.  They 
represent  a new  but  highly  justifiable  demand  upon  the  time  and  energies  of  their 
advisors. 

The  new  band,  though  still  in  the  formative  period,  is  beginning  to  give 
evidence  of  careful  organization  and  drilling;  and  the  generosity  of  a local  mer- 
chant plus  the  excellent  support  of  interested  citizens  has  made  possible  thirty- 
three  new  band  uniforms  which  have  already  brought  forth  favorable  comment. 
Since  this  bill  was  contracted  (Nov.  1)  two-thirds  of  the  amount  due  has  been 
collected.  Y\  e are  indebted  to  Captain  Larry  Hardsog  for  much  time  spent  with 
the  band  in  marching  practice,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  good  work  of  the 
band’s  director,  Alfred  P.  Zambarano,  will  continue  to  bring  an  equal  improvement 
musically.  The  successful  concert  given  in  April  was  the  first  in  what  is  hoped 
will  be  a long  line  of  annual  concerts  by  the  school  band. 

The  reorganized  debating  club,  a previous  worthwhile  activity  of  the  school, 
has  already  undertaken  debates  with  P ranklin  and  nearby  high  schools  and  hopes 
to  participate  in  the  district  and  state  public  speaking  contests  at  Fall  River. 

A new  handbook  for  the  use  of  the  student  body,  and  containing  information 
of  the  school’s  history,  seal,  regulations  and  organizations,  recently  made  its 
appearance  through  the  generosity  of  the  Ei-Y  Club.  This  handbook  is  an 
undertaking  duplicated  in  only  a few  of  the  larger  high  schools  of  the  state. 

The  recent  senior  play  was  an  outstanding  success  both  dramatically  and 
financially.  Realizing  its  predicament  with  the  gymnasium  unavailable  and  the 
senior  prom  and  other  socials  of  a money-raising  type  indefinitely  postponed, 
the  senior  class  got  behind  its  play  with  a will,  and  a total  of  over  six  hundred 
seats  was  sold  in  advance.  The  annual  socials  of  the  four  classes  will  necessarily 
be  telescoped  into  the  few  remaining  weeks  of  the  year  following  the  completion 
of  the  addition  and  the  remodeling  of  the  old  building. 


Educational  Improvement 

Study  Helps.  Realizing  the  importance  of  proper  methods  of  study  in  the 
success  of  high  school  students,  particularly  freshmen,  considerable  time  was  spent 
early  in  the  fall  on  a plan  of  study  helps.  A preliminary  discussion  among  the 
faculty  was  followed  by  explanations  before  student  assemblies.  Copies  of  the 
study  helps  were  then  distributed  to  students  through  their  subject  teachers, 
who  requested  that  they  be  pasted  inside  the  covers  of  their  books  and  referred 
to  frequently  in  connection  with  their  daily  assignments  of  homework.  An 
editorial  in  an  October  issue  of  the  Sun  brought  the  study  helps  to  the  attention 
of  parents  and  solicited  their  cooperation.  The  work  of  the  average  high  school 
student  of  today  suffers  from  an  excessive  number  of  outside  activities,  and  parents 
interested  in  the  success  of  their  boys  and  girls  in  school  will  recognize  the  im- 
portance of  reducing  these  activities  to  a minimum,  especially  those  coming  on  a 
night  before  a regular  school  day. 

Social  Behavior.  The  deportment  system  in  the  school  has  for  several  years 
been  under  discussion  among  the  faculty.  A revised  plan  was  instituted  during 
the  past  fall,  which  it  is  believed  will  be  both  fairer  and  more  accurate  in  rating 
the  ability  of  the  student  to  get  along  with  others  in  a social  situation.  The 
following  letter  was  handed  to  students  to  take  home  to  all  parents  to  assist  them 
in  understanding  the  new  plan. 
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To  Parents: 


Attleboro  High  School 
Attleboro,  Massachusetts 

November  3,  1938 


Studies  made  of  reasons  why  people  lose  jobs  in  after-school  occupations, 
reveal  that  62%  of  these  failures  are  due  not  to  lack  of  technical  skill — not  to 
poor  ability  in  typewriting,  or  at  the  shop  bench,  or  behind  the  store  counter,  but 
to  an  inability  to  get  along  with  fellow  workers,  employers,  or  people  in  general. 
If  this  be  so,  you  will  agree  that  the  situation  is  serious.  Along  with  the  home, 
the  church,  and  other  agencies  the  school  must  accept  its  share  of  the  responsibili- 
ty for  better  social  behavior. 

For  several  years  the  high  school  report  card  has  carried  a mark  in  conduct. 
This  mark  has  been  in  terms  of  A.  B.  C.  D,  or  F just  as  in  academic  subjects,  but 
it  has  been  the  opinion  of  a majority  of  the  faculty  that  a fairer  system  could  be 
devised.  Consequently  the  social  attitude  of  the  pupils  this  year  will  be  ranked  as 

Successful  or  Satisfactory  (“S”) 

Warning  (“W”) 

Unsuccessful  or  Unsatisfactory  (“U”) 

An  unfavorable  report  from  one  teacher  in  a term  will  bring  a warning  (W). 
This  mark  will  not  remove  a student  from  special  privilege  or  membership  on  the 
honor  roll.  If,  however,  the  attitude  responsible  for  the  difficulty  remains  un- 
corrected in  the  succeeding  eight-week  term,  so  that  a repetition  of  the  same  (or  a 
similar)  offense  occurs,  the  mark  will  be  U. 

Unfavorable  reports  from  two  or  more  teachers  in  a term,  or  offenses  against 
good  school  citizenship  sufficiently  serious  to  require  action  by  the  office,  will 
result  in  a mark  of  U. 


All  pupils  not  unfavorably  reported  will  receive  the  mark  of  S.  In  this  first 
term  just  closed  91%  of  the  school  had  this  successful  mark.  We  hope  your 
boy  or  girl  is  in  this  number.  The  other  9%  is  comprised  of  84  individuals,  69 
of  whom  received  warnings  and  only  15  ‘ ‘Unsuccessful’ ’ ratings,  an  exceptionally 
fine  record  for  a student  body  of  970. 

What  are  offenses  against  good  social  conduct  in  school?  In  general,  they 
are  the  same  things  which  are  frowned  upon  in  the  outside  world  as  infractions  of 
good  manners.  The  school  does  not  pretend  to  set  up  a specific  list,  but  a few 
examples  have  been  gjven  to  the  student  body  as  suggestive  of  the  school’s 
attitude  with  regard  to  good  citizenship  in  A.  H.  S. 

Deliberate  discourtesy  to  teachers  or  schoolmates. 

Dishonesty  (Tests,  locker  rooms,  etc.) 

Disturbance  in  the  cafeteria,  corridors,  or  at  social  functions. 

Failure  to  cooperate  in  the  careful  use  of  books,  desks,  etc. 

Repeated  disregard  of  the  importance  of  a clean  house  at  recess. 

Habitual  whispering  in  the  classroom  necessitating  interruption  of  the  class 
by  teacher. 

Habitual  gum  chewing. 

Our  total  marking  system,  then,  is  threefold  in  purpose: 

1.  To  record  your  child’s  approximate  achievement  in  his  subjects  (A, 
B,  C,  D,  F.) 

2.  To  indicate  the  attitude  with  which  he  attacks  his  work  (1,  2,  3,  4.) 

3.  To  rate  him  on  his  ability  to  get  along  with  others  (S,  W,  U.) 

As  always  the  school  will  value  and  appreciate  your  active  interest  and 

support. 


Very  truly  yours, 
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Guidance  Through  Homerooms.  A visitor  to  Attleboro  High  School  who 
spent  time  enough  to  become  intimately  acquainted  with  the  work  in  progress, 
would  probably  point  out  the  homeroom  activities  as  the  single  outstanding  piece 
of  guidance  work  in  the  entire  school.  In  this  he  would  be  correct,  as  more  pupils 
are  contacted  and  influenced  through  the  personal  interest  and  effort  of  the  home- 
room teacher  than  in  any  other  way.  Homeroom  programs  developed  by  teachers 
and  their  room  committees  in  the  past  year  go  far  to  offset  the  lack  of  a dean  or 
other  trained  guidance  counselor.  Activities  like  the  following  have  character- 
ized homeroom  programs  throughout  the  school  during  the  year. 

Developing  room  spirit 

Discussing  qualifications  for  leadership 

Electing  officers,  representatives  to  student  council  and  athletic  associa- 
tion, and,  as  need  arises,  such  committees  as 
Attendance:  assist  teacher,  read  notices,  have  charge  of  room 

bulletin  board. 

Housekeeping:  regulate  temperature,  curtains,  supervise  care  of 
desks,  books,  floor,  have  charge  of  decorations  and  posters. 
Social:  plan  parties  and  excursions;  receive  visitors. 

Absentee:  send  cards  and  assignments  to  sick  and  quarantined; 
assist  when  they  return. 

Program:  delegate  speakers,  select  topics,  arrange  for  observance 
of  special  holidays,  work  with  teacher  in  planning  tentative 
program  in  advance  for  the  year. 

Scholarship:  chart  progress  of  class  at  each  marking  period  and 

post  comparisons  with  other  rooms. 

Unifying  the  school 

Discussion  of  issues  brought  back  from  council  meetings. 

Cooperation  in  school  drives. 

Educating  the  individual 

Training  for  group  membership  through  study  of  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure; election  of  officers,  representatives,  and  committees;  dis- 
cussion of  qualities  of  good  citizen,  good  manners,  dress;  participa- 
tion in  intra-mural  sports  and  contests. 

Training  for  leadership  through  discussion  of  qualifications  necessary; 
delegation  of  responsibility  in  drives  and  committee  work ; carrying 
out  will  of  group. 

Guiding  the  individual 

Training  in  proper  study  habits. 


Remedial  Reading 

The  program  of  remedial  reading  inaugurated  last  year  is  being  continued 
with  approximately  250  freshmen  and  sophomores  in  segregated  English  classes. 
These  students  are  securing  the  opportunity  of  special  drill  and  the  teacher’s 
help  on  difficulties  experienced  in  reading.  A very  definite  result  of  these  attempts, 
should  be  the  improved  standing  of  these  freshmen  and  sophomore  students  in 
their  later  years  in  school. 


Education  in  Health 

Since  1930,  when  the  necessity  of  economy  resulted  in  the  elimination  of 
physical  education,  there  has  been  no  thorough  and  widespread  recognition  given 
the  physical  needs  of  the  student  body.  In  the  fall  some  65  boys  receive  health- 
ful exercise  and  training  through  football;  about  20  boys  and  60  girls  are  now 
provided  for  in  basketball.  The  remaining  800  or  more  receive  little  attention 
to  their  health  needs  beyond  the  annual  eye  and  ear  tests  and  the  work  of  the 
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Chadwick  Clinic.  What  correctional  work  should  we  be  doing  to  overcome  such 
tendencies  as  poor  posture,  flat  feet,  and  cases  of  malnutrition?  Physical  educa- 
tion no  longer  deals  with  classes  in  calisthenics  and  the  waving  of  wands  and 
dumb-bells;  it  rests  today  on  a basis  of  organized  team  play  in  small  groups  and 
the  correction  of  physical  defects  and  tendencies  brought  out  through  tests  ad- 
ministered to  every  student.  It  is  a fair  question:  How  long  can  we  afford  to 

place  health  and  physical  well-being  outside  the  recognized  program  and  respon- 
sibility of  the  high  school? 


Teaching  Load 

In  1930  there  were  715  students  in  the  high  school;  today  there  are  ap- 
proximately 950,  an  increase  of  twenty-six  per  cent.  Meanwhile  the  number  of 
teachers  remains  unchanged.  The  result  must  be  a decrease  in  the  time  devoted 
to  the  individual  student.  In  1930  the  teacher-pupil  ratio  was  1-22;  in  1938  it  is 
1-30.  W hen  the  school  moves  into  its  expanded  quarters,  three  more  teachers 
should  be  added  to  the  staff. 


Credit 

As  always,  credit  for  improvements  in  the  wrork  of  the  school  is  due  to  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  faculty,  the  cooperation  of  a fine  student  body,  and  the  en- 
couragement of  the  school  authorities.  To  these  individuals  and  groups  I am 
glad  to  express  public  appreciation

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CONTINUATION 
AND  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOLS 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Vocational  and  Continuation 
schools. 

The  number  of  students  belonging  to  the  school  at  the  present  time  is  93. 
This  is  an  increase  of  about  29%  over  the  enrollment  of  one  year  ago.  The 
enrollment  at  that  time  was  72.  The  percent  of  attendance  for  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1937,  w^as  79,  while  that  for  this  year  wras  80.34,  showing  a small 
increase  in  per  cent  of  attendance  over  the  preceding  year.  The  per  cent  of 
attendance  is  much  lower  than  it  should  be.  It  is  a matter  to  which  wre  have 
given  much  attention  without  fully  attaining  our  objective.  Only  by  regular 
attendance  can  the  pupils  in  the  school  receive  the  full  benefits  of  the  school  and 
become  useful  citizens  of  the  community. 

Last  year  we  reported  the  rearrangement  of  the  shop  work  into  four  main 
fields,  woodworking,  elementary  machine  work,  elementary  electricity  and  general 
shop.  The  plan  has  worked  out  very  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  students. 


Woodworking 

Projects  in  woodworking  include  the  making  of  art  tables  and  general 
utility  tables  for  school  use. 
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This  work  necessitates  planning,  interpreting  drawings,  and  following 
specifications  and  dimensions.  It  also  embraces  instruction  and  training  in  the 
handling  of  hand  tools  and  shop  machinery  for  cutting,  planing,  jointing,  glueing 
and  proper  use  of  hardware,  and  wood  finishing.  In  addition  to  tables,  several 
wheelbarrows  and  bookcases  were  constructed.  Instruction  was  also  given  in 
the  turning  of  wooden  pieces  to  make  handles,  lamps  (bases)  and  other  objects. 
The  successful  completion  of  this  type  of  work  embraces  all  of  the  methods  and 
procedures  necessary  to  handle  repairs  and  the  making  of  simple  and  useful 
wooden  objects  in  the  home  and  shop. 

Elementary  Machine  Work 

In  this  division,  four  bicycle  stands  were  constructed;  each  stand  with  a 
capacity  of  ten  to  twelve  bicycles  each.  The  stands  are  now  in  use  at  the  Bank 
Street  and  Sanford  Street  schools.  This  work  appeals  to  a large  number  of  the 
pupils  in  the  shop  because  they  see  the  need  and  usefulness  of  the  racks. 

All  metal  parts  for  the  wheelbarrows  were  forged  in  this  unit,  heated,  bent, 
cut  and  drilled. 

Advanced  pupils  constructed  a breaking  machine  for  the  bending  and 
forming  of  sheet  iron. 

A steel  bench  is  under  construction  at  the  present  time;  this  project  involves 
the  combining  of  angle  irons,  rods  and  flat  steel  and  all  of  the  problems  incidental  to 
that  work  for  a useful  purpose.  This  bench  will  become  a part  of  the  permanent 
shop  equipment.  Many  of  the  boys  have  received  fundamentals  in  the  use  of 
machine  lathes. 


Elementary  Electricity 

This  work  embraces  talks  on  theory  and  explanations  of  electricity,  its 
possibilities  and  limitations.  It  consists  of  simple  practical  circuits  and  apparatus, 
bells,  flatirons,  heating  units,  fuses,  etc.  Lamps  were  wired  also.  The  practical 
care  of  motors  is  also  explained.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  legal  limitation  of 
the  layman  in  handling  electricity. 


General  Shop 

In  this  department  the  boys  who  have  little  idea  of  what  they  want  to  do 
become  acquainted  with  the  tools  and  machinery  of  the  shop,  and  learn  to  do 
some  repair  work.  In  many  cases  these  boys  receive  training  in  shop  practices 
that  develop  a manual  dexterity  that  fits  them  to  take  part  in  earning  a livelihood. 

The  information  secured  from  our  occupational  survey  made  last  year 
served  to  indicate  wThere  minors  are  employed  in  considerable  numbers.  This 
year  we  are  maxing  contact  with  these  places  and  seeking  the  cooperation  of  the 
employers  to  help  prepare  these  boys  for  the  different  jobs  they  are  most  likely  to 
secure.  The  managers  are  enthusiastic  about  what  we  are  trying  to  do  and 
freely  give  of  their  time  to  assist  in  the  training  of  these  boys.

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The  girls’  classes  were  requested  to  state  their  opinion  of  the  school  in  letters 
written  to  the  principal.  The  results  were  most  interesting  and  revealed  a true 
picture  of  school  from  the  standpoint  of  the  student.  The  following  excerpts 
need  no  explanation: 

“My  mother  likes  to  have  me  attend  this  school  because  she  wanted  me  to 
learn  especially  how  to  cook  and  sew  and  other  things  which  I hadn’t  been  taught 
before.  When  my  mother  doesn’t  feel  well,  I have  to  cook  the  meals  and  every- 
one enjoys  them.  I have  been  taught  how  to  talk  in  public  and  how  to  act  at 
parties.  I know  I am  going  to  learn  many  more  helpful  things  before  the  school 
year  ends.” 

“Another  reason  I like  this  school  is  that  each  day  the  program  is  different 
and  it  is  more  enjoyable  having  it  that  way.  I also  find  that  my  friends  and 
teachers  are  very  helpful  to  me,  and  that  we  all  help  one  another.” 

“My  nother  told  me  what  trouble  she  had  with  her  cakes  because  they  always 
came  out  as  flat  as  a pan  cake.  After  I had  given  her  the  information  I learned 
from  Miss  Prentiss,  my  mother’s  cakes  came  out  better  than  ever. 

“I  like  the  way  that  they  teach  us  how  to  act  in  public,  and  especially  I like 
how  they  teach  us  how  to  introduce  people.  We  have  learned  how  to  serve  tea  and 
how  to  telephone.  We  learn  things  about  people  making  our  laws.  Also,  we 
have  learned  how  to  take  care  of  ourselves  and  what  kind  of  garments  to  wear.” 

“I  haven’t  got  much  money  to  spend  on  clothes,  but  I have  learned  that  it’s 
not  how  much  you  pay  for  your  clothes;  it’s  the  way  you  wear  them.” 

“My  mother  wouldn’t  let  me  do  any  cooking  or  sew  on  her  sewing  machine 
because  X didn’t  know  how.  Now  she  lets  me  cook  and  sew  because  I know  how  to 
do  both. 

“My  mother  was  sick  yesterday  and  I cooked  the  whole  meal.  We  had 
company  and  they  appreciated  my  cooking.” 

“Someone  I know  told  me  that  the  Vocational  School  was  only  for  lazy 
people  or  pupils  who  did  not  learn  anything  in  regular  schools.  After  a month 
at  Vocational  School  I found  out  that  what  1 had  been  told  was  not  the  truth.” 

There  are  several  factors  which  seem  to  make  the  work  of  the  Vocational 
School  distinctive  and  especially  valuable. 

First,  the  program  of  the  school.  For  most  classrooms  the  subjects  to  be 
taught  necessarily  remain  the  same  year  after  year.  This  is  not  so  in  the  voca- 
tional schools.  The  program  is  revised  again  and  again  to  meet  changing  needs 
and  conditions. 

Second,  the  nature  of  the  teaching.  Since  many  of  our  pupils  found  regular 
school  routine  difficult,  special  effort  has  been  exerted  to  give  the  work  attractive- 
ness and  value.  Pupils  of  this  age  and  type  must  see  a definite  and  immediate 
need  for  a subject.  A student  is  encouraged  to  bring  to  school  any  personal  or 
home  management  difficulty  which  at  that  moment  may  be  troublesome. 

Third,  the  home  visitation  by  the  teachers.  One  of  the  interesting  tasks 
of  the  teachers  is  to  visit  the  homes  of  the  pupils  several  times  each  year.  This 
home  visitation  is  an  important  link  connecting  the  home  and  the  school  and 
enables  the  teachers  to  understand  both  the  pupils  and  the  conditions  of  the 
homes. 

Fourth,  the  preparation  of  the  teachers.  The  state  law  requires  that  all 
teachers  of  vocational  schools  enroll  in  a special  teacher-training  course,  and  for 
five  years  engage  in  some  special  study  for  professional  improvement.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  provision,  our  teachers  spend  one  week  at  a summer  conference  at 
State  Teachers  College  at  Fitchburg,  where  special  phases  of  vocational  school 
work  are  explained  by  state  supervisors  and  other  experts.  Our  teachers  also 
took  additional  courses  throughout  the  year.  The  influence  of  this  intensive 
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and  special  study  is  naturally  felt  in  the  classroom  to  the  advantage  of  both 
pupils  and  teachers. 

It  might  not  be  amiss  to  mention  that  the  splendid  correlation  of  the  labora- 
tory and  academic  work  of  our  school  has  been  commended  by  state  supervisors. 
In  fact,  at  one  of  the  classes  at  Fitchburg,  our  teachers  were  asked  to  describe  in 
detail  certain  of  their  class  activities. 

Our  school  is  not  all  that  we  would  like  to  have  it,  but  we  believe  that  this 
branch  of  our  school  system  is  worthy  of  the  interest  and  support  of  the  citizens 
of  Attleboro.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  JEWELRY  TRADES  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Attleboro  Jewelry  Trades  School  for 
the  year  1938. 

We  have  improved  the  school  considerably  during  the  past  year,  both  in  our 
physical  layout  and  in  methods  of  instruction  and  I derive  considerable  satisfaction 
in  noting  the  progress  we  have  made. 

We  have  added  new  equipment,  repaired  and  improved  equipment  that  we 
had,  changed  the  locations  of  most  of  the  machinery  to  make  it  more  orderly  and 
to  create  more  room ; added  to  and  rearranged  our  lighting  so  that  on  the  darkest 
days  there  is  adequate  light  at  all  machines  and  work  benches;  made  a tool  crib 
and  stock  room  for  each  department  to  the  end  that  we  may  keep  better  check 
on  materials  and  tools;  painted  and  reconditioned  the  toilets. 

To  our  related  and  academic  work  we  added  one  period  a week  of  related 
mathematics  for  toolmakers  only;  two  periods  a week  of  modeling  for  die  cutters 
only,  and  substituted  accident  prevention  and  first  aid  for  physical  education.  We 
organized  a safety  committee  composed  of  the  Director,  the  instructors  and  a 
pupil  from  each  class.  These  pupils  are  elected  by  vote  from  their  own  groups. 
This  committee  meets  once  a month  at  4 o’clock  and  discusses  way  and  means  of 
preventing  accidents,  improving  methods  of  instruction,  improving  attitude  of 
students  towards  their  work,  improving  any  and  all  conditions  pertaining  to  the 
school  and  the  prevention  of  waste.  In  connection  with  this  committee  a locked 
box  has  been  fastened  on  one  of  the  pillars,  the  key  being  in  the  possession  of  one 
of  the  student  members  of  the  committee.  This  box  is  a repository  for  suggestion 
that  any  of  the  students  care  to  maKe.  These  suggestions  are  all  brought  up  at  the 
committee  meeting  and  discussed.  Those  that  have  merit  and  are  practical  are 
acted  upon  and  put  into  effect  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  surprising  the  number  of 
good  ideas  that  have  been  brought  forth. 

We  have  another  plan  which  is  showing  excellent  results.  Each  instructor 
picks  from  the  students  in  his  class,  who  have  been  in  the  school  over  one  year  and 
who  are  doing  good  work,  one  boy  each  week.  This  boy  acts  as  assistant  to  the 
instructor,  doing  all  clerical  work,  including  the  marking  of  each  student  at  the 
end  of  the  week,  on  his  ability,  effort  and  conduct.  This  mark  is  confidential 
and  we  have  been  surprised  at  their  correctness  and  impartiality.  This  assistant 
also  has  general  supervision  of  the  conduct  of  the  class,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
instructor,  and  has  the  power  to  correct  any  pupil  who  is  not  conducting  himself 
in  a proper  manner  or  who  is  improperly  doing  some  operation.  This  plan  affords 
the  pupils  a chance  to  see  the  other  side  of  the  picture  and  gives  them  an  oppor- 
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tunity  to  develop  self  confidence  and  executive  ability  as  well  as  encourages  a 
keener  interest  in  the  conduct  of  the  school.  We  find  that  this  plan  is  also  of 
value  to  instructors  as  it  gives  them  more  time  to  devote  to  backward  and  new 
students. 

During  the  year  all  students  visited  some  factory  in  our  city  and  were  shown 
the  different  operations  and  processes  that  take  place  in  the  different  industries. 
This  was  made  possible  by  the  cooperation  of  the  manufacturers.  These  boys 
later  on  in  class  told  about  what  they  had  seen  and  exchanged  ideas  with  each 
other. 

We  have  an  enrollment  of  fifty-four  at  present  which  is  all  we  can  accom- 
modate; in  fact,  about  fifteen  have  been  turned  away  this  fall  for  lack  of  room. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  the  school  has  passed  the  experimental  stage  and  has  proved 
its  worth  and  that  plans  should  now  be  made  for  its  expansion  so  that  more 
trades  can  be  taught  and  more  of  our  youths  given  the  training  for  which  they  are 
best  fitted. 

In  addition  to  rearranging  and  repairing  our  equipment  and  making  a number 
of  tools,  machines,  etc.,  for  our  own  use  we  have  polished  a brass  railing  for  the 
pumping  station,  repaired  a tool  for  making  cement  pipe  for  the  W PA,  repaired  a 
bending  tool  for  the  Brockton  Trade  School,  recut  some  letter  punches  for  the 
Quincy  Trade  School,  designed  and  made  some  pins  for  the  Eox  9 Club,  made  dies 
and  hubs  for  the  medal  for  the  Mass.  Sesquicentennial  Commission,  headed  by 
Gov.  Charles  F.  Hurley,  awarded  to  students  in  the  different  high  schools  of  the 
State  for  the  best  essays  on  the  constitution,  made  a large  sign  for  the  Lions  Club 
Health  Camp  and  completed  the  Thanksgiving  Day  trophy.  This  trophy  was 
started  two  years  ago  and  is  to  be  competed  for  each  year  by  the  North  Atteboro 
and  Attleboro  High  School  football  teams  in  their  Thanksgiving  Day  game  and 
to  be  held  by  the  winning  team  for  one  year.  It  was  won  by  North  Attleboro 
this  year.  The  trophy  was  on  display  in  the  Attleboro  Gas  Light  Company's 
window  in  Attleboro  and  in  The  Old  Colony  Lending  Library  window  in  North 
Attleboro  previous  to  the  game. 

We  had  a display  of  work  at  the  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College  this  sum- 
mer but  did  not  have  one  in  Attleboro.  We  expect  to  put  on  a display  here  in 
the  spring. 

Moving  pictures  were  taken  of  the  school  in  connection  with  the  film  “FHiow 
Your  Attleboro.” 

Four  boys  were  placed  in  jobs  by  the  school  this  year  and  seven  others 
secured  them  by  their  own  efforts.  We  have  had  excellent  reports  from  the 
boys  we  placed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  be  the  singing  teacher  in  the  schools  in  the  city  of  Attle- 
boro. I visit  the  majority  of  schools  every  two  weeks  and  the  other  schools 
every  month.  1 plan  the  music  work  to  be  studied  in  my  absence.  The  primary 
stress  in  the  early  years  is  the  correct  use  of  the  singing  voice.  We  aim  also  to 
impart  to  pupils  the  power  to  read  simple  music  in  order  that  they  may,  on  their 
own  initiative,  explore  the  rich  treasure  house  of  music  for  their  increasing 
pleasure. 

Fine  singing  is  well  established  in  all  our  schools  and  a high  standard  has 
been  set  by  the  splendid  performances  of  operettas,  pageants,  and  other  musical 
programs  performed  in  many  of  the  schools  this  year. 

Perhaps  without  our  realizing  it  the  radio  and  moving  pictures  are  exerting 
a great  influence  in  developing  the  love  of  music,  that  is,  giving  our  pupils  a 
better  understanding  of  the  finer  types  of  music.  More  good  music  is  heard  today 
than  ever  before  and  we  find  more  pupils  in  schools  are  tuning  in  on  the  better 
type  of  programs  and  they  seem  to  realize  that  the  best  music  after  all  is  the  only 
type  that  gives  them  real  satisfaction. 

There  are  many  fine  voices  among  the  pupils  in  our  schools  and  if  you  have 
been  privileged  to  hear  any  of  the  various  exercises  and  assemblies  at  any  of  the 
schools  in  our  city  you  will  understand  what  I mean  when  I say  that  the  singing 
in  the  schools  is  something  that  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  should  know  about  and 
be  glad  that  the  social,  recreational,  moral  and  spiritual  influence  of  good  singing 
has  become  an  established  cultural  force  for  good  in  our  city. 


Pligh  School  Music 

The  Theory  Class  takes  the  place  of  the  regular  singing  period.  It  was  an 
experiment  this  year  and  gave  to  30  pupils  an  opportunity  for  continued  study 
of  theory  and  harmony,  ft  was  a success  from  the  numbers  enrolled  and  the 
interest  shown  by  the  members  of  the  class.  V\  hether  it  will  continue  to  interest 
enough  musical  pupils  remains  to  be  seen.  This  course  gives  one  point  credit 
and  the  work  of  the  pupils  is  corrected  and  graded. 


Home  Music 

The  home  music  department  gives  credit  for  piano  and  voice  lessons  given 
at  home.  It  has  been  demonstrated  that  anyone  who  can  play  the  piano  is  one 
of  the  greatest  assets  to  the  High  School  and  to  the  community.  Many  pupils 
who  took  piano  lessons  when  they  were  in  the  grades  have  given  up  their  lessons 
in  high  school  because  it  interferes  with  the  numerous  activities  that  develop. 
There  is  nothing  but  regret  in  store  for  that  boy  or  girl  who  decides  that  something 
else  is  preferable  to  playing  the  piano.  The  Home  Music  Class  is  an  encourage- 
ment for  those  players  to  continue  their  piano  work  during  high  school  by  giving 
one  credit  for  piano  lessons  taken  from  accredited  piano  teachers. 


Glee  Club 

The  project  before  the  1938  Clee  Club  was  a presentation  of  the  Gilbert  and 
Sullivan  operetta  “The  Mikado.”  This  was  an  unusually  difficult  operetta,  but 
owing  to  the  fine  vocal  talent  developed  by  the  senior  class  and  by  the  splendid 
chorus  group  and  the  orchestrfl  accompaniment  a very  fine  performance  was 
given  in  the  high  school  hall  on  April  7.  This,  in  my  judgment,  was  the  best  and 
most  commendable  accomplishment  in  music  that  was  ever  attempted  by  our 
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high  school.  Thirty  pupils  from  the  Glee  Club  were  selected  to  sing  at  the 
Massachusetts  P igh  School  Glee  Club  Contest  held  in  Fall  River  in  May  and  this 
group  was  awarded  for  the  second  year  in  succession  first  honors  in  the  choral 
division.  The  Glee  Club  numbers  85  pupils  and  meets  Thursday  at  1:40  and 
is  open  to  every  pupil  who  wishes  to  practice  singing. 

Orchestra 

The  orchestra  maintains  its  records  of  past  years  by  playing  at  the  regular 
assembly  once  a week  and  at  the  Senior  Play  and  at  other  school  exercises  or  city 
affairs  where  an  orchestra  is  needed  for  incidental  music.  There  are  35  members 
in  the  orchestra  at  present  and  they  meet  for  rehearsal  at  1 :40  on  Wednesday. 
Credit  is  given  for  attendance  only. 


Band 

At  my  recommendation  your  committee  engaged  a teacher  to  teach  the 
instruments  and  direct  the  band.  Certain  instruments  were  purchased  such  as 
bass  horns,  drums  and  slide  trombones,  which  were  necessary  in  order  to  give  a 
better  foundation  for  the  building  up  of  a real  band. 

This  year  their  first  concert  was  given  before  a very  large  and  enthusiastic 
audience  and  proved  that  we  had  been  fortunate  in  securing  a good  teacher  and 
band  leader  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Alfred  P.  Zambarano.  The  band  has  already 
played  five  times  at  affairs  outside  of  school:  the  Hallowe’en  Parade,  the  Armistice 
Parade,  the  Santa  Claus  Parade  and  at  three  entertainments  given  in  the  high 
school  hall  by  the  Rotary  Club. 

Attleboro  was  agreeably  surprised  at  the  fine  showing  of  the  band  at  the 
Thanksgiving  Day  football  game.  Their  new  uniforms,  their  fine  marching 
and  playing  gave  a great  thrill  to  Attleboro  people,  and  the  feeling  of  great 
satisfaction  that  Attleboro  High  School  had  a uniformed  band  was  everywhere 
expressed. 

If  this  band  is  to  grow  in  usefulness  as  it  is  bound  to,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
purchase  one  or  two  instruments,  such  as  a baritone  and  a slide  trombone  be- 
cause we  find  that  the  pupils  do  not  wish  to  purchase  these  instruments  them- 
selves and  it  will  be  to  the  future  interest  of  the  band  to  have  these  instruments 
purchased  by  the  School  Department.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Captain 
Harry  N.  Hardsog  who  drilled  the  band  in  marching  and  formations  and  to  Miss 
Cassells,  who  taught  the  drum  majors  to  swing  the  baton. 


Recommendations  for  Music 

If  music  in  the  High  School  is  to  continue  to  have  the  influence  we  would 
like  it  to  have,  it  will  be  necessary  to  encourage  the  pupils  to  sing  together  as  a 
school.  There  is  not  any  regular  singing  period  where  the  entire  school  sings 
together.  Would  it  not  be  possible  to  have  each  class  sing  separately  as  a class 
throughout  their  entire  high  school  course  at  least  once  a week?  It  seems  to  me 
to  allow  pupils  to  go  four  years  without  raising  their  voices  in  song  with  their 
schoolmates  is  not  very  good  training  for  their  future  social  life.  The  Glee  Club 
gives  the  opportunity  to  the  musical  pupils  to  sing  but  the  unmusical  pupils 
should  be  encouraged  in  some  way  to  take  part  in  singing  The  High  School  Hall, 
where  most  of  our  music  work  is  done  is  used  by  so  many  musical  organizations 
that  I wish  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  new  electric  organ  as  an  added  stimulus 
to  the  interest  in  music  in  our  high  school  and  would  recommend  that  one  be 
purchased  and  installed.  Its  use  would  enhance  the  accompaniment  to  our  own 
music  and  would  be  of  great  service  to  the  community  at  large  in  its  various 
musical  efforts.  I would  also  recommend  that  an  additional  slide  trombone  and 
baritone  horn  be  purchased  for  the  band.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 
High  School 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  year  of  1938  has  been  an  extremely  busy  and  happy  one  in  the  Art 
Department.  Our  program  has  worked  out  more  successfully  than  usual  and  we 
have  had  the  opportunity  of  trying  a more  varied  curriculum. 

We  still  lack  space  and  studio  equipment  to  carry  on  the  study  of  drawing 
and  painting  conveniently,  but,  with  the  hope  of  new  quarters  and  arrangements 
to  come  next  year  we  can  cheerfully  overlook  makeshift  methods. 

The  department  supply  list  this  year  included  some  new  paints  which  have 
improved  the  quality  of  work  by  our  advanced  students  in  water  color  and 
fashion  drawing.  Also  our  small  reference  library  has  been  supplemented  with 
some  new  books  and  portfolios  of  material  for  our  advertising  course. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Attleboro  Art  Chapter,  an  organization  which  keeps  in 
constant  touch  with  the  Art  Department  of  our  schools,  art  students  in  our  high 
school  took  part  in  a non-competitive  exhibit  with  students  of  North  Attleboro 
and  Norton.  This  exhibit  was  held  in  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  and  was  well 
attended  by  students,  parents  and  townspeople.  The  experience  seemed  especial- 
ly valuable  to  the  students  who  managed  a great  part  of  the  details.  One  group 
did  the  selecting,  mounting,  and  arranging  of  the  material ; another  the  cataloging 
and  necessary  explanatory  lettering;  while  a third  group  did  the  actual  hanging 
of  the  pictures. 

The  illustration  class  had  a problem  in  scenery  painting  for  the  first  time 
when  they  painted  the  stage  sets  for  the  “Mikado”,  the  operetta  presented  by  the 
Music  Department.  This  project  was  carried  out  so  that  everyone  had  some 
work  to  do  under  the  direction  of  Anthony  LaNinfa,  1938,  a senior  who  designed 
the  sets. 

Work  of  three  of  our  seniors  was  shown  in  the  Young  America  Paints  exhibit 
held  in  Radio  City,  New  York,  two  of  the  paintings  being  street  scenes  and  the 
third  a group  in  flower  arrangement.  This  was  an  achievement  of  note,  for 
drawings  were  submitted  from  every  state  in  the  United  States. 

At  the  opening  of  school,  September  1938,  we  were  able  to  more  nearly 
equalize  the  numbers  in  classes  and  to  have  smaller  groups  working  at  a time. 
V ith  this  arrangement  it  is  possible  to  give  more  attention  to  each  student,  to 
have  more  field  trips  to  exhibits  and  places  of  artistic  interest,  and  to  hold  classes 
in  outdoor  sketching. 

Our  sketch  Club  is  now  a firmly  established  organization  rather  than  an 
experiment.  It  is  a student  activity  which  is  worthy  of  continuance. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  five  members  of  the  graduating  class  entered 
art  school  in  September,  1938,  two  at  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  two  at 
the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  and  one  at  the  Vesper  George  School  of  Art. 
These  training  schools  are  among  the  most  highly  rated  institutions  of  the  pro- 
fession. 

Because  Art  Education  has  been  somewhat  criticized  everywhere  in  the  past 
few  years  we  are  making  every  effort  to  have  our  Art  Department  give  worthwhile 
service  and  enjoyment  to  the  students  and  to  the  city.  We  welcome  problems 
from  the  different  schools,  teachers,  and  civic  organizations,  provided  they  are 
timely  and  non-commercial. 

I wish  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  given  us  their  splendid  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 
Elementary  Schools 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  Art  Education  in  the  elementary 
schools. 

This  school  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one.  The  ultimate  aims 
and  objectives  for  which  we  are  constantly  striving  in  Art  education;  to  encourage 
and  maintain  originality,  to  develop  skill,  and  to  show  the  relation  of  Art  to  other 
subjects  and  phases  of  living,  are  nearer  being  realized  wherever  the  work  is 
being  carried  on. 

Outlines  have  been  issued  to  all  teachers  monthly.  These  are  planned  to 
allow  for  progressive  deviation.  It  is  my  purpose  that  they  will  continue  to  be 
used  in  this  manner  so  that  eventually  they  will  serve  more  as  a ‘‘manual”  for 
teachers’  reference  of  the  type  of  work  to  be  covered  for  the  grade  level  instead  of 
as  a series  of  definite  set  lessons  which,  under  various  circumstances,  often  hamper 
the  development  of  other  experiences  for  the  child. 

The  outlines  contain  the  following  information:  one  page  showing  the  year, 

grade,  school,  teacher’s  name,  room  number,  art  program  for  the  week,  and  the 
number  of  hours  allowed  for  the  work  per  week;  the  objectives  for  the  month, 
various  suggestions  for  work,  blackboard  drawings  and  room  decorations,  etc. ; a 
list  of  graded  pictures  for  picture  study;  a figure  study  chart;  a page  of  common 
tree  forms;  lettering  notes;  lettering  charts;  a list  of  possible  art  activities  for 
integrated  work,  and  suggested  materials  for  use  with  these  activities;  a graded 
list  of  projects;  and  a record  chart  of  the  number  of  projects  completed. 

In  conjunction  with  the  outlines,  projects  or  activities  of  integrated  work  are 
encouraged  and  developed.  These  activities  promote  initiative  and  allow  pupils 
to  use  and  apply  principles  of  art  which  they  have  previously  studied.  This 
work  also  proves  the  value  of  art  as  a vital,  necessary  aid  to  other  studies  in 
the  school  curriculum.  One  child  was  so  interested  in  a history  activity  which  was 
developed  in  the  classroom,  as  to  make  a similar  one  in  great  detail  at  home  during 
her  leisure  hours.  One  entire  class  while  studying  the  poem  “Hiawatha”,  made 
original  illustrations  on  lantern  slides.  These  slides  were  presented  as  a school 
assembly  program.  This  particular  activity  integrated  reading,  language  study, 
and  in  art  the  study  of  picture  composition. 

The  scenery  for  many  school  plays  and  entertainments  has  been  completed 
in  the  course  of  this  pxst  year  also. 

All  of  the  mentioned  activities  and  many  more  show  the  importance,  growing 
demand  and  necessity  for  more  art  education.  Other  progressive  larger  school 
systems,  which  we  may  look  to  as  examples,  are  all  active^  engaged  in  this  type 
of  work;  and  we  in  Attleboro  must  of  a necessity  work  for  more  of  it. 

An  annual  survey  in  June  showed  a greater  increase  in  the  number  of  projects 
worked  and  completed,  over  the  preceding  year.  These  surveys  are  kept  on  file. 

This  year  more  attention  was  given  to  the  study  of  poster  designing.  This 
type  of  work  gives  pupils  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  elementary, 
basic  principles  involved  in  advertising.  It  also  gives  pupils  an  insight  into 
another  field  of  study  in  art.  It  promotes  alertness  to  changing  trends  and 
advertising.  Aside  from  this,  poster  work  is  invaluable  in  school  work. 

The  results  of  concentrated  poster  study  were  evidenced  in  the  quality  and 
number  of  posters  sent  to  Boston  for  the  annual  S.  P.  C.  A.  poster  contest.  Only 
grades  4-8  were  allowed  to  participate  in  the  contest ; and  only  a limited  number 
from  each  room.  Out  of  the  225  posters  sent  in,  there  were  2j  1st  awards,  40  2nd 
awards,  and  48  were  given  honorable  mention;  thus  making  a total  of  117  awards 
to  pupils  in  our  elementary  schools. 
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Pupils  in  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  grades  also  made  posters  for  the  1937  Com- 
munity Chest  Campaign.  This  work  was  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 
Awards  of  merit  signed  by  the  Mayor,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  other 
officials  were  presented  to  every  child  as  an  acknowledgment  of  his  effort.  These 
awards  not  only  pleased  the  pupils,  but  won  the  praise  of  many  teachers  also. 
This  year  greater  enthusiasm  was  evidenced,  and  although  the  time  allowed  for 
the  making  of  these  posters  was  very  short,  150  pupils  made  posters  for  the  1938 
Community  Chest  Campaign. 

In  May,  soap  carvings  made  by  the  eighth  grade  pupils  of  Lincoln  School 
were  placed  on  exhibit  in  a glass  case  in  the  Public  Library.  These  carvings 
attracted  the  attention  of  many  people  to  the  fine  workmanship  displayed  by  the 
pupils. 

As  all  work  of  this  kind  makes  for  greater  experience  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils,  both  principals  and  teachers  are  constantly  being  urged  and  encouraged 
to  enter  into  and  promote  this  work. 

In  closing  my  report,  may  I say  that  the  needs  of  this  department  are  many 
and  growing,  but  we  are  progressing  in  many  ways,  and  it  is  my  earnest  wish 
that  we  may  continue  to  do  so.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Our  program  of  physical  education  aims  at  the  following  specific  objectives: 
the  improvement  of  physical  efficiency,  better  posture,  less  mental  strain  and  bet- 
ter mental  health,  the  development  of  control  and  body  movement,  the  ability  to 
meet  physical  emergencies,  alertness  and  quick  response,  courage,  self  control, 
self  sacrifice,  courtesy,  kindness,  loyalty,  obedience,  honesty,  cooperation  and 
initiative.  It  aims  to  create  in  youth  an  intelligent  and  healthful  interest  in 
physical  activity  and  give  to  him  a fund  of  activity  material  for  use  in  leisure 
time.  It  promotes  a desire  for  wholesome  association  and  recreations,  develops 
the  proper  spirit  toward  victory  and  defeat,  and  moulds  good  character  and 
leadership. 

One  of  the  most  important  results  of  our  physical  education  program  is 
made  possible  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  principals  and  teachers  in  supervising 
the  daily  play  periods.  Their  cooperation  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  the 
results  have  been  very  gratifying.  Unsupervised  play  usually  develops  into 
roughness  and  lacks  all  the  ideals  of  true  sportsmanship  which  is  so  necessary 
for  proper  social  development.  Supervised  play  provides  a program  of  whole- 
some activity  which  gives  all  pupils  an  equal  chance  for  development  through 
participation. 

A large  variety  of  activities  is  given  the  pupils  during  the  indoor  season, 
most  of  the  work  being  done  in  the  schoolroom,  kowever,  at  Lincoln  School  the 
fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls  have  half-hour  gymnasium 
periods.  At  Finberg  School  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  girls  and  boys  have 
forty-five  minute  gymnasium  periods.  At  Finberg  the  boys  and  girls  have  been 
furnished  with  complete  gymnasium  outfits  by  the  school. 

Physical  education  leaders’  corps  have  been  formed  to  assist  teachers  in 
this  work. 

During  the  past  year  posture  drill  competition  was  held  at  Bank  Street, 
Richardson  and  Lincoln  schools. 
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The  annual  health  day  programs  were  held  at  all  schools  with  mass  participa- 
tion by  all  pupils. 

Our  after-school  athletic  program  takes  care  of  hundreds  of  pupils.  We 
have  leagues  in  all  sports  and  the  program  is  conducted  after  four  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  usually  ends  around  seven.  The  director  is  assisted  by  former 
pupils  who  help  in  coaching  and  officiating.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1938. 

The  health  program  as  administered  today  in  the  public  schools  is  con- 
tinually broadening  its  scope  of  activities.  The  school  system  is  concerning  itself 
with  the  physical  as  well  as  the  mental  development  of  the  child,  and  cheerfully 
accepts  the  responsibility.  It  must  always  be  kept  in  mind,  however,  that 
the  work  of  medical  supervision  is  advisory  and  does  not  function  in  itself  in 
any  other  capacity.  The  responsibility  of  the  child’s  health  properly  rests  with 
the  parents. 

The  annual  physical  examinations  demonstrate  that  the  parent  is  paying 
closer  attention  to  the  remedying  of  physical  defects  found  at  these  examina- 
tions. 

The  inclusion  of  a dental  clinic  in  the  school  health  program  has  fully  demon- 
strated its  value,  even  in  the  short  period  of  its  existence. 

There  are  available  many  extraneous  health  services  which  are  being  used 
to  improve  the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  the  school  child.  Among  these 
services  the  following  may  be  enumerated: 

There  are  two  clinics  which  concern  themselves  with  the  mentally  retarded 
child. 

Two  clinics  are  in  operation  for  the  detection  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

A diphtheria  prevention  clinic  is  held  annually. 

A vaccination  clinic  is  available  for  cases  referred  by  welfare  agencies. 

Children  are  examined  and  recommended  for  two  local  health  camps. 

A tonsil  clinic  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  gives  adequate  care  of  needy 
cases. 

Glasses  are  furnished  underprivileged  children  by  a fund  provided  by  the 
local  Teachers  Association. 

Local  welfare  agencies  cooperate  with  the  school  department  in  working  out 
mental  problems. 

The  incidence  of  contagious  disease  during  the  year  has  been  within  normal 
range.  The  control  of  these  diseases  depends  not  only  upon  the  vigilance  of  the 
teachers  and  the  health  authorities,  but  also  upon  proper  exercising  of  control  at 
home.  The  family  physician  and  the  parent  must  each  cooperate  with  the  schools 
in  the  control  of  disease.  Only  by  such  team  work  can  this  problem  be  adequately 
met. 


I wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  the  department  by  the  various 
health  agencies,  and  all  others  who  have  assisted  in  building  up  the  school  health 
program.

Physical  Examinations 

The  physical  examinations  were  completed  earlier  than  usual  this  year,  due 
to  the  absence  of  communicable  diseases  which  always  necessitates  many  special 
inspections.  The  figures  on  these  examinations  are  most  interesting,  it  will 
be  noted  there  are  still  well  over  half  of  the  children  free  from  physical  defects, 
and  that  only  20%  show  signs  of  poor  nutrition,  in  spite  of  economic  condition  s.

Correction  of  Defects 

Nine  tonsil  and  adenoid  cases,  recommended  by  the  various  clinics,  were 
taken  care  of  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  in  May  and  June  free  of  charge.  Eighteen 
other  cases  were  taken  care  of  by  the  parents  during  the  year,  parents  feeling 
that  although  this  expense  was  an  added  financial  burden,  that  their  children  would 
be  the  beneficiaries. 

The  parents  who  received  notices  that  their  children  had  a heart  murmur, 
visited  their  family  physicians  in  every  instance  for  a check-up. 

Through  the  “Teachers  Association  Eye-glass  Fund”,  14  children  received 
eye  tests  and  glasses.  Two  were  free  cases;  12  made  partial  payments.  Forty- 
four  other  children  received  glasses  during  the  year  through  their  families.  The 
facilities  for  the  correction  of  this  defect  is  extremely  limited,  and  the  need  is 
great.  Many  of  our  children  could  do  much  better  work  in  school  if  they  wore 
glasses.

A great  deal  of  inattentiveness  and  seeming  dullness  in  the  classroom  is  the 
result  of  faulty  hearing.  Lip-reading  classes  would  assist  this  group,  not  only 
with  their  school  work,  but  in  their  later  life. 


Clinics 

A vaccination  clinic  was  held  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  on  September  3 and  9 
and  October  7 and  12  for  children  whose  parents  presented  a slip  from  some  welfare 
agency. 
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The  Diphtheria  Prevention  Clinic  was  held  October  13,  20  and  27,  at  the 
Finberg  School.  Eight  school  children  and  22  babies  and  pre-school  children 
were  immunized. 

The  Wrentham  Mental  Clinic  examined  69  3-year  retarded  and  special 
cases  in  March.  Four  special  mental  examinations  were  made  at  Wrentham 
State  School  during  the  year. 

The  Taunton  Mental  Clinic  held  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital,  examined  2 school 
children  at  the  request  of  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  for  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  X-rayed  and  ex- 
amined 71  children  in  January. 

The  Bristol  County  T.  B.  Clinic  tested  385  children  for  tuberculosis  on 
February  11.  One  hundred  and  eleven  children  were  X-rayed  on  February 
14,  16  and  17.  On  March  1 and  2,  18  physical  examinations  were  made. 


Health  Camp 

Twenty  boys  and  girls  were  prepared  for  the  Bristol  County  Health  Camp. 
These  children  were  recommended  for  camp  by  the  clinic  doctors.  All  defects 
were  corrected  before  entering  camp.  The  dental  clinic  was  of  great  assistance  at 
this  time. 


Home  Calls 

One  hundred  and  twelve  home  calls  were  made  to  obtain  histories  and  other 
pertinent  information  for  admission  to  camp,  clinic,  or  regarding  correction  of 
defects.  More  time  could  be  spent  to  great  advantage  in  this  field  if  time  per- 
mitted. 


Classes 

Infant  Hygiene  classes  were  held  for  the  Vocational  and  Continuation 
School  girls.  Correlation  with  cooking  and  sewing  makes  this  course  of  great 
value  to  the  girls.  The  certificate  awarded  at  the  completion  of  the  course  aids 
them  in  securing  work  as  a mother’s  helper. 

Talks  on  health  to  various  classes  were  given  in  all  the  schools. 


Professional  Improvement 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  Bristol-Norfolk  County  Health  Workers  Club 
were  attended.  In  this  year’s  Program  a course  is  given  on  “How  we  Learn; 
How  we  Teach”  by  distinguished  instructors. 

Bi-monthly  meetings  of  school  nurses  in  Plainville,  at  the  home  of  Miss 
Christine  Higgins  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  were  attended. 
Leaders  in  the  field  of  Communicable  Disease,  Nutrition,  Mentally  Retarded  and 
School  Nursing  came  and  discussed  our  problems  with  us. 

Other  lectures  and  meetings  attended  were  on  psychiatric  social  work,  mental 
hygiene,  endocrine  glands,  pneumonia,  normal  skin  and  heart  conditions.  These 
all  proved  most  interesting  and  enlightening.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CUSTODIAN  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  herewith  my  first  annual  report  as  Custodian  of  School  Buildings. 

Due  to  limited  funds  major  repairs  and  alterations  had  to  be  kept  at  a 
minimum.  The  principal  repairs  were  a part  of  a WPA  project  begun  in  1937, 
and  are  as  follows: 

Basements  refinished  at  Pliss,  Richardson  and  Plat  schools. 

One  cloak  room  refinished  at  Dodgeville  School. 

Outside  painting  at  Pleasant  Street  School. 

A new  Y\  PA  project  for  1938  was  written  but  has  not  been  passed  yet.  This 
project  included  a number  of  buildings  for  outside  painting  and  some  to  be 
refinished  inside. 

Some  new  tubes  were  installed  in  the  boilers  at  the  High  School.  The 
stokers  installed  as  part  of  the  new  addition  are  operating  very  well. 

A new  dome  and  smoke  pipe  on  one  furnace  and  a new  dome  and  fire  pot  on 
another  had  to  be  replaced  at  the  Farmers  School. 

One  furnace  was  relined  and  one  reset  at  the  Sanford  Street  Grammar 
Building.  Fusible  plugs  in  all  steam  boilers  were  replaced. 

A number  of  floors  were  refinished  at  the  following  schools: 

Eank  Street — Two  small  rooms,  one  corridor  and  the  front  hall. 

Briggs  Corner — Corridor. 

Lincoln — Principal’s  office  and  library. 

Richardson — Teachers’  room  and  upper  corridor. 

Superintendent’s  Office. 

Desks  were  refinished  at  Sanford  Street  and  South  Attleboro  Schools. 

The  front  elevation  of  the  Finberg  School  was  waterproofed  and  both  ends 
of  the  building  were  calked.  Flashings  on  the  parapet  wall  were  repaired.  Both 
ends  of  the  building  need  to  be  waterproofed  next  year. 

The  roof  of  one  portable  building  at  the  Washington  School  was  painted  with 
roof  paint.

Plaster  ceilings  were  repaired  at  Sanford  Street,  Bank  Street  and  Tiffany 
schools. 

A new  metal  ceiling  was  installed  in  room  2 at  the  Washington  School. 

Fences  were  repaired  at  Bank  Street,  Bliss,  Capron,  Carpenter  Street, 
Dodgeville,  Richardson,  Sanford  Street,  South  Attleboro  and  Washington 
Schools. 

The  vacuum  pump  at  the  Finberg  School  has  been  rewired  so  that  it  will 
operate  as  a single  or  double  unit  making  it  more  flexible  and  better  adapted  to 
emergencies. 

New  gutters  were  installed  on  the  Superintendent’s  Office  and  gutters  and 
conductor  pipes  were  repaired  or  replaced  on  several  other  buildings. 

Small  repairs,  too  numerous  to  mention,  were  made  when  needed. 

In  the  near  future  many  of  the  old  wooden  fences  should  be  replaced  with 
wire  fences  as  most  of  them  are  so  old  that  it  is  very  costly  to  maintain  them.

The  following  accounts  of  the  anniversary  observation  are  re-printed  from 
the  editions  of  the  “Attleboro  Daily  Sun”  of  April  14,  1938  and  April  15,  1938. 

The  largest  and  most  important  feature  of  the  25th  anniversary  of  Sturdy 
Memorial  hospital  was  the  testimonial  banquet  in  honor  of  Miss  Gwendolyn  G. 
Rice  and  Miss  Katherine  V.  Lloyd,  superintendent  and  assistant  superintendent 
at  the  hospital  since  it  opened,  consulting  staff  and  staff  of  25  years  ago,  and 
officers,  tendered  by  the  Sturdy  Hospital  Alumnae  association  in  the  Masonic 
Temple  on  North  Main  St.,  last  evening  at  8 o’clock.  Dr.  H.  H.  Germain  and  Dr. 
C.  C.  Simmons  of  the  original  consulting  staff  were  present. 

The  tables  were  attractively  decorated  with  silver  and  pastel  colors.  A 
sheaf  of  25  silver  balloons  floated  over  the  head  table  and  balloons  in  pastel  colors 
over  the  other  tables.  Silver  candlesticks  were  used  for  pastel  colored  candles 
and  silver  flower  bowls  filled  with  spring  flowers  in  pastel  shades  were  used  as 
floral  centerpieces.  There  was  an  attendance  of  250. 

The  hospital  was  open  to  the  public  this  afternoon  from  2 to  5.  Tea  was 
served  in  the  entrance  hall  and  moving  pictures  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
hospital  in  action  were  shown  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Battershall. 

The  trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Hospital,  operating  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 
for  the  city  of  Attleboro,  will  hold  a 25th  anniversary  banquet  at  the  hospital 
this  evening  at  8 o’clock.

Announcing  the  growing  need  of  a nurses’  home  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial 
Hospital  and  suggesting  that  it  might  be  possible  to  get  $10,099  for  this  improve- 
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ment  from  the  $7,000,000.00  fund  which  President  Roosevelt  plans  to  make 
available,  President  Harold  E.  Sweet  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Hospital, 
said  in  a humorous  vein  last  night  at  the  trustees’  banquet  that  he  personally  had 
invited  the  members  of  the  city  council  to  the  official  recognition  of  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  hospital  with  that  thought  in  mind  and  also 
as  he  had  noted  that  they  hadn’t  had  many  dinners  lately.  This  addition  to  the 
nurses’  home,  he  said,  in  all  seriousness,  was  needed  and  had  been  under  considera- 
tion for  some  time,  and  that  plans  have  been  drawn  up  showing  how  the  present 
home  can  easily  be  remodeled  when  the  time  comes  for  action. 

The  banquet  which  was  preceded  by  a short  invocation  by  President  Sweet  in 
deference  to  Holy  Thursday,  was  served  in  the  nurses’  dining  room  to  the  trustees, 
doctors  of  the  city  and  a few  invited  guests.  The  tables  were  decorated  with  a 
profusion  of  spring  flowers  and  Mrs.  John  L.  Gibb,  Mrs.  William  M.  Stobbs  and 
Mrs.  Rosella  Mason  were  in  charge  of  the  dinner  arrangements. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  dinner,  President  Sweet  said  that  he  had  come  into 
the  possession  of  three  original  documents,  which  he  felt  should  be  carefully 
preserved:  the  first  was  the  original  charter,  which  should  be  framed  and  hung 
in  a conspicuous  place  in  the  hospital;  the  second  was  the  original  membership 
book  dated  Sept.  2,  1910,  containing  the  names  of  the  55  original  members  and 
an  undated  first  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Society  signed  by  Lina  Coe 
Bliss,  secretary  which  he  read  to  the  gathering. 

He  then  called  on  Dr.  Herbert  L.  Rich,  as  the  dean  of  the  staff  of  Sturdy 
Memorial  hospital,  and  Dr.  Rich  gave  a lengthy  report  on  the  staff  activities  from 
their  first  meeting  on  March  26,  1913,  at  the  home  of  Dr.  George  McPherson  at 
which  time  Dr.  Joseph  ' Battershall  was  elected  president  and  closing  with  a 
tribute  to  Miss  Gwendolyn  G.  Rice  and  Miss  Katherine  V.  Lloyd  for  their  con- 
tinuous service  from  the  time  the  hospital  opened  up  to  the  present  day. 

Dr.  Joshua  W.  Clarke  was  then  introduced  as  the  doctor  who  had  delivered 
the  largest  percentage  of  the  5,114  babies  born  since  the  hospital  was  opened  up 
to  April  12  of  this  year.  Dr.  Clarke  after  a few  preliminary  remarks  presented 
Miss  Rice  and  Miss  Lloyd  each  with  a silver  bowl  from  the  staff. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Painter,  the  member  of  the  consulting  staff  chosen  to  speak 
for  his  colleagues  was  unable  to  be  present,  although  he  sent  his  written  speech. 
Called  upon  at  the  last  minute,  Dr.  Harry  H.  Germain,  of  the  original  consulting 
staff,  spoke  for  his  group,  saying  that  he  had  been  performing  operations  in  this 
vicinity  since  1902  and  gave  some  reminiscenses  of  the  early  days  in  the  profession. 
Dr.  Germain’s  address  was  a fine  piece  of  “pinch  hitting”  and  it  was  enthusiasti- 
cally received. 

The  hospital  kept  open  house  from  2 to  5 in  the  afternoon  and  several 
hundred  people  viewed  the  rooms  and  enjoyed  the  hospitality.  Tea  was  served 
in  the  lobby  from  a beautifully  appointed  table  laid  with  a lace  cloth  and  silver 
services.  The  women  who  were  in  the  lobby  and  who  poured  at  the  tea  table 
were  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Briggs  and  included  Mrs.  Graham 
Shields,  Mrs.  C.  Wallace  Cederberg,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Sweet,  Mrs.  Frank  J.  Ryder, 
Mrs.  George  Crosby,  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Sweet,  Mrs.  Lloyd  Elliot  and  Miss  Annie 
Wheeler. 
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History  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 

By  a generous  clause  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Winsor,  the  homestead 
estate  of  her  father,  the  late  James  H.  Sturdy,  was  bequeathed  to  the  Town  of 
Attleborough  to  be  used  for  a general  hospital,  in  memory  of  James  H.  and  Adah 
S.  Sturdy.  In  addition  to  this  gracious  act,  Mrs.  Winsor  placed  her  residuary 
estate  in  a permanent  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Albert  W.  and  Ellen  A.  Winsor 
Fund,  to  be  held  in  trust,  the  income  only  thereof  to  be  used  to  assist  in  the  main- 
tenance of  said  hospital.  The  original  gift  of  real  estate  known  as  the  Sturdy 
Foundation,  is  valued  at  $30,000  and  the  personal  property  left  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Winsor,  known  as  the  Winsor  Foundation,  is  valued  at  $93,000. 

The  location  for  such  an  institution  was  ideal,  but  to  prepare  the  property 
for  modern  hospital  work  required  the  expenditure  of  a larger  sum  of  money  than 
the  town  officials  felt  warranted  at  this  time  in  asking  the  citizens  to  appropriate. 
At  this  crisis  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  a corporation  organized  under  Massa- 
chusetts laws,  came  forward  and  offered  to  take  the  property  in  trust,  reconstruct 
the  home  house,  build  new  additions,  erect  in  connection  therewith  a modern 
operating  wing,  equip  the  whole  plant,  and  open  the  institution  as  a general 
hospital  to  be  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Town  of  Attleborough  at  a special  meeting  held  May  14,  1912,  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  and  in  due  time  placed  the  property  in 
question  in  trust  with  said  corporation. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  and  new  building  was  commenced  in  July,  1912, 
and  on  April  14,  1913,  after  an  expenditure  of  something  over  $30,000,  the  hospital 
was  opened. 

Again  in  July,  1914,  another  addition  was  made,  known  as  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  with  provisions  also  for  maternity  cases,  thus  making  30  beds  as  the  total 
capacity  of  the  hospital,  being  largely  possible  because  of  a gift  of  $10,000  from 
the  late  Fannie  M.  Tappan.  The  total  cost  of  this  addition  was  approximately 
$18,000:,  and  the  balance  was  provided  from  income  from  trust  accounts  and 
individual  gifts. 

In  1922,  Joseph  L.  Sweet,  President  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital  since  its 
beginning,  provided  for  the  erection  of  a $125,000  fireproof  addition  to  be  known 
as  the  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  Maternity  Building,  and  adding  21  beds  to  the 
capacity  of  the  hospital.  This  addition  was  opened  June  4,  1923,  and  the  gift 
included  a new  plant  and  boiler  house  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  lot  back  of  the 
present  Nurses’  Home,  providing  the  steiam  and  heating  and  other  needs  of  the 
whole  hospital. 

W ith  the  realization  that  its  facilities  were  being  taxed  to  the  limit  and  the 
needs  of  a substantial  addition  presssing,  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  fall  of 
1924,  voted  to  undertake  a campaign  for  additional  funds.  W ith  an  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  subscribers  and  workers  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  our 
community,  this  campaign  was  brought  to  a successful  conclusion  on  February 
9,  1925,  with  total  pledges  of  over  $392,000,  the  objective  having  been  $300,000 

The  Sturdy  Homestead,  formerly  the  main  hospital  was  relocated  in  the  rea. 
of  the  Nurses’  Home,  giving  much  needed  additional  accommodation  for  nurses, 
and  a three  story,  sixty-five  room,  buff  brick  and  stone,  modern  hospital  building 
was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  hospital. 

The  new  unit  reached  such  a point  of  completion  as  to  permit  of  the  registra- 
tion of  the  first  patient  therein  on  July  25,  1929.  On  September  30th  the  building 
was  thrown  open  for  inspection  by  the  public,  and  while  no  formal  exercises 
were  attempted,  in  the  evening  a dinner  was  given  to  the  local  and  consulting 
staffs,  with  an  especially  splendid  representation  of  the  latter  who  were  ex- 
ceedingly generous  in  their  commendation  of  the  entire  hospital  plant  and  its 
equipment- — highly  significant,  coming  from  professional  men  who  have  frequent 
contacts  with  the  very  best  hospital  facilities  in  the  country. 
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The  death  of  Joseph  L.  Sweet  in  July,  1932,  ended  the  services  of  one  who 
has  been  active  in  the  management  and  expansion  of  the  hospital  from  its  be- 
ginning. For  more  than  twenty  years,  he  was  president  of  the  corporation, 
and  to  that  office  he  Drought  not  only  an  executive  ability,  but  the  financial 
support  which  the  institution  needed  so  badly.  He  was  intensely  interested 
in  seeing  first,  that  the  hospital  was  well  equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
community,  and  second,  that  it  was  endowed  and  fortified  against  financial 
stress. 

Up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  his  donations  exceeded  $207,000,  not  counting 
various  annual  gifts  given  from  time  to  time  for  needed  equipment  or  special 
purposes.  Under  his  will,  he  generously  provided  for  further  gifts,  of  which 
$155,000  has  already  been  received  and  added  to  the  permanent  funds.  Further- 
more, his  will  directed  that  the  residue  of  his  estate,  after  the  termination  of  the 
life  interest  of  his  widow,  should  be  paid  to  the  hospital. 

We  now  have  an  up-to-date  125  bed  hospital  with  a replacement  value  for 
the  plant  of  over  half  a million  dollars,  well  nigh  complete  in  its  appointments, 
with  well-equipped  and  competently  administered  X-Ray,  Laboratory  and 
Physiotherapy  departments. 

A capable  and  devoted  staff  of  physicians,  superintendent  and  nurses,  a 
consulting  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons  of  wide  repute,  and  an  interested 
public,  largely  represented  through  the  effective  help  rendered  by  the  women’s 
organization  now  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Association,  have 
resulted  in  the  development  of  one  of  the  finest  hospitals  in  New  England,  with 
a standard  of  efficiency  equivalent  to  that  in  many  of  the  larger  and  well  known 
hospitals.  


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

January  9,  1939. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

Perhaps  nothing  will  bring  more  effectively  to  your  attention  the  increased 
service  of  this  hospital  to  Attleboro  and  the  surrounding  towns  than  a comparison 
of  the  number  of  patients  admitted  ten  years  ago  and  in  the  year  just  closed. 
There  has  been  no  marked  increase  in  population  in  this  district  within  the  past 
ten  years,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  industrial  activity  is  even  yet  equal  to  that  of  the 
pre-depression  year  of  1928  judging  chiefly  from  comparative  payrolls,  and  yet 
.Sturdy  Hospital  in  1938  admitted  nearly  50%  more  patients  than  it  did  ten  years 
ago— 1,542  in  1928,  2298  in  1938. 

The  most  notable  increase  was  from  the  southern  section  of  the  city — South 
Attleboro,  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville — where  the  number  of  patients  more  than 
tripled  in  the  ten  years — 214  against  68.  But  our  super-service  appears  to  be  in 
the  obstetrical  field — 492  babies  in  1938,  an  all  time  high,  compared  with  233  in 
1928. 

Again  we  have  to  report  a deficit  of  nearly  $3,000  on  the  year’s  operations 
figured  on  a cash  basis.  This  brings  our  accumulated  deficit  since  1926  to 
$16,372.22.  Reference  to  the  auditor’s  report  indicates  that  the  debt  figure  on  an 
accrual  basis  does  not  show  a wide  variance  from  the  above  amount.  An  analysis 
of  our  accounts  for  the  year  1937  reveals  the  fact  that  we  have,  after  the  elapse 
of  a year,  collected  over  92%  of  our  regular  charges — a rather  remarkable  record, 
and  yet  inadequate  for  our  substantial  amount  of  free  work. 

After  writing  some  twenty  or  more  annual  reports  of  this  sort,  it  becomes  a 
bit  difficult  to  vary  the  type  of  our  appeal  for  a continuation  of  generous  public 
support,  so  this  year  we  are  going  to  make  use  of  a neighbor’s  material,  slightly 
altered  to  fit  our  particular  situation. 

“The  word  ‘deficit’  has  acquired  a deplorable  connotation  in  recent  years 
through  its  frequent  use  in  commenting  upon  the  failure  of  governments  to  live 
within  their  tax  incomes.  But  the  terms  can  actually  have  a constructive 
meaning  as  in  connection  with  the  annual  balance  sheet  of  the  Attleborough 
Hospital.” 
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Ths  hospital  incurred  an  operating  deficit  during  the  past  year,  but  it  did 
this  in  pursuit  of  its  original  and  splendidly  continuing  purpose  to  provide  good 
and  safe  medical  care  to  the  people  of  Attleboro  and  surrounding  towns  who  are 
unable  to  afford  a doctor. 

The  deficit,  therefore,  represents  in  the  truest  if  not  the  strict  financial 
sense,  a gain  and  not  a loss,  for  it  is  a gain  to  have  sick  people  relieved  of  their 
suffering,  made  well,  and  returned  to  their  normal  environments  in  health  and 
with  hope. 

To  make  up  the  deficit  the  hospital  has  recently  appealed  to  its  friends, 
some  of  whom,  understanding  the  circumstances,  have  already  made  generous 
reply.  But  it  is  essential  that  all  should  understand,  and  share  a part  of  the 
burden.  The  Attleboro  Hospital  functions  continuously  as  a part  of  and  not 
apart  from  the  community.  It  needs  contiguously  a wide  circle  of  friends, 
intelligent  and  lasting  ones,  informed  as  to  its  basic  obligation  toward  the  sick 
poor,  and  determined  that  the  institution  shall  not  fail  to  serve  them.” 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  creation  of  the  Frank  P.  Toner 
Memorial  Fund  by  Mary  A.  and  James  V.  Toner. 

We  have  signed  a contract  with  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  to  provide 
hospital  care  to  their  subscribers  at  a moderate  annual  fee  and  a growing  number 
have  taken  advantage  of  this  modern  and  economical  plan  of  meeting  the  ever 
present  possibility  of  an  unforseen  addition  to  the  family  budget.  An  announce- 
ment has  just  been  made  of  a substantial  increase  in  the  benefits  obtained  under 
this  Blue  Cross  plan. 

Our  service  and  our  standards  are  constantly  raised  in  order  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  our  Class  A rating  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons  and 
made  possible  only  by  the  constant  devotion  to  the  highest  ideals  of  their  pro- 
fession by  our  first-rate  staff  of  doctors  and  nurses,  generously  assisted  by  the 
Hospital  Aid,  church  and  club  organizations  and  a fine  public  response  on  our 
annual  Donation  Day. 

In  submitting  this,  our  26th  annual  report,  reference  is  made,  as  a matter  of 
record,  to  the  noteworthy  recognition  of  our  25th  anniversary  on  April  14,  1938, 
and  adjacent  dates. 

We  attach  to  this  report  the  amounts  expended  by  the  City  of  Attleboro  for 
the  hospital  in  1938  and  respectfully  request  your  favorable  consideration  of  our 
estimated  requirements  for  the  same  items  in  1939.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL  LIBRARIAN 
1938 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Whittemore  from  the  Hospital  library  took  effect 
in  June  and  since  that  time  the  work  at  the  branch  has  continued  much  the  same 
as  before.  Collections  of  new  books  are  taken  to  the  hospital  about  every  six 
weeks  and  magazines  subscribed  to  by  the  Attleboro  Coal  Co.  including  Popular 
Mechanics,  National  Geographic,  Pj unting  and  Fishing,  American,  Woman’s 
Home  Companion,  Photoplay,  and  Cosmopolitan,  furnish  the  basis  of  the  maga- 
zine collection. 

The  circulation  to  nurses  and  employees  at  the  hospital  is  slightly  greater 
than  to  patients  although  circulation  of  magazines  to  patients  is  greater.  Maga- 
zines and  books  charged  out  during  the  year  totaled  around  3,600;  a slight  gain 
over  last  year.  About  600  of  the  total  were  juvenile  and  the  rest  adult. 

The  problem  of  lost  and  overdue  books  remains  much  the  same.  Books 
become  lost  and  misplaced  until  long  overdue  and  no  remedy  can  seem  to  be  found 
except  more  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  borrowers.

The  above  figures  very  closely  parallel  the  record  as  reported  a year  previous- 
ly, with  one  notable  exception,  and  that  is  in  the  number  of  fatal  cases.  In  1937 
there  were  56  deaths  as  compared  to  37  in  1938. 

Among  the  423  cases  upon  whom  it  was  nocessary  to  perform  major  opera- 
tions there  were  18  deaths,  giving  an  operative  mortality  of  4.25%>  which  is 
lower  than  has  been  shown  in  any  previous  year. 

There  were  907  minor  operations  performed  with  one  death,  and  in  this 
single  instance  the  operative  procedure  could  not  have  been  a contributing  factor 
to  the  unfortunate  outcome. 

The  total  number  of  combined  major  and  minor  operations  during  the  year 
was  1330,  with  an  operative  mortality  of  1.35%.  Of  the  remaining  18  fatal 
cases  death  was  caused  by  injuries  in  13  instances,  six  of  these  being  the  result 
of  automobile  accidents,  as  compared  to  11  automobile  fatalities  in  1937.  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  also  that  injuries  to  the  brain  were  responsible  for  eight  out  of 
the  thirteen  cases.  In  the  remaining  five  fatilities  no  operation  was  performed. 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  quite  a busy  one  for  the  surgical  group,  which 
has  not  been  marked  by  any  out-standing  changes  or  innovations.  The  work  has 
gone  along  quite  smoothly,  and  generally  speaking,  in  a most  satisfactory  manner, 
thanks  to  the  never  failing  interest  and  untiring  zeal  of  my  fellow  workers  on  the 
Staff. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  the  Superintendent,  and  the  Nursing  staff  have 
given  us  whole  hearted  cooperation  and  support  which  we  have  learned  to  expect 
at  all  times,  and  in  closing  we  should  like  to  express  to  them  our  sincere  apprecia- 
tion and  thanks.

Gentlemen: 

Herein  I submit  to  you  the  report  and  summary  of  the  work  of  the  members 
of  the  Staff  on  the  Medical  Service  during  the  j^ear  1938. 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to  and  treated  on  the 
service  increased  twenty-three  over  the  year  1937.  Again  this  increase  was  in 
adult  patients,  the  number  or  children  admitted  remaining  the  same.  It  would 
be  a decided  advantage  to  the  hospital  and  its  training  school  could  we  increase 
the  service  given  to  children,  for  here  we  are  able  to  offer  the  least  work  to  the 
student  nurses. 

There  were  2128  hospital  days  on  the  service  during  the  year  and  the  average 
stay  of  the  patients  admitted  was  10.03  days. 

A study  of  the  deaths  on  the  service  during  the  year  is  not  only  illuminating 
and  instructive,  but  furnishes  thought  for  serious  consideration  by  the  members  of 
the  Staff.  Nineteen  or  32.8%  of  the  deaths  occured  during  the  first  twenty-four 
hours  after  admission,  nine  or  15.5%  during  the  first  forty-eight  hours,  and  eight 
or  13.74%  within  seventy-two  hours  after  entering  the  hospital. 

This  record  certainly  shows  that  neihter  the  hospital  with  its  ample  facilities 
for  the  treatment  of  patients,  nor  the  physicians  attending  the  cases  are  given  the 
chance  to  minister  to  these  patients.  It  creates  a situation  which  is  neither  just 
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to  the  hospital,  nor  to  the  physicians  on  service.  It  is  a question  which  calls  for 
serious  consideration  by  the  hospital  authorities  and  the  members  of  the  Staff 
of  the  hospital. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  medical  service  during 
the  year  1938:

The  peak  in  mortality  rate,  as  stated,  has  come  during  the  first  72  hours 
after  admission  of  the  patients  to  the  hospital.  If  we  deduct  the  36  cases  which 
died  within  72  hours,  we  find  that  the  work  on  the  service  is  a credit  to  the 
physicians  and  the  results  prove  the  efficiency  of  their  services.  The  co-operation 
of  the  physicians  on  the  service,  the  advice  given  in  consultation  with  members  of 
the  other  services  and  the  faithful  and  fruitful  work  done  deserves  our  commenda- 
tion and  appreciation.  It  is  this  co-operation  and  team  work  which  has  made 
possible  the  results. 
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The  physicians  of  the  service  owe  much  to  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  hospital  and  the  nursing  care  given  patients  by  our  nurses. 
This  supervision  and  care  has  played  no  small  part  in  and  have  made"  possible  the 
results  of  the  year.  Their  service  have  proved  valuable  to  the  physicians  on 
the  service  and  we  extend  to  them  our  appreciation  for  their  work  and  co-opera- 
tion.

With  each  succeeding  year  the  importance  of  Prenatal  care  in  avoiding 
maternal  and  infant  causulties  becomes  more  apparent.  Too  much  stress  cannot 
be  laid  upon  this  necessity,  every  effort  should  be  advanced  to  educate  mothers 
of  this  need  for  their  own  and  prospective  babies  welfare. 

A yearly  increase  in  number  of  patients  evidences  the  necessity  of  increasing 
the  capacity  of  our  department.  An  addition  to  the  south  of  the  delivery  room 
of  a single  room  with  ten  or  twelve  beds  for  Ward  Cases,  releasing  the  present 
four-bed  rooms  for  Private  W7ard  patients,  would  solve  the  problem  and  smooth 
a source  of  disturbance  created  by  two  differing  fees  for  the  same  beds;  also  it 
would  create  a room  for  Clinics  which  are  surely  coming  in  the  near  future. 

Much  is  seen  in  medical  literature  regarding  Caesarean  births,  with  critical 
observations  in  small  hospitals,  their  tendency  to  do  unnecessary  operations  and 
the  attendant  high  mortality.  After  twenty-five  years  it  would  seem  apropos 
to  tabulate  the  Caesareans  done  here  in  the  last  five  year  period  for  your  com- 
parisons with  not  only  small  hospitals  but  large  ones  also.

With  this  five  year  record  of  less  than  1 % Caesarean  births  and  no  maternal 
deaths  or  deaths  of  any  of  the  Caesarean  babies,  there  is  little  to  criticise  as  to 
frequency  of  Caesarean  births  and  surely  as  to  the  mortality  rate  from  this  opera- 
tive procedure.  Congratulations  to  our  Surgical  Staff. 

The  absence  of  infections,  breast  abscess  or  pelvic,  continues  as  in  past  year, 
reflecting  much  credit,  not  only  to  the  staff,  but  to  the  eternal  vigliance  of  the 
nursing  body  and  particularly  to  the  watchful  care  and  thoroughness  of  our 
supervisors. 

My  expression  of  sincere  appreciation  for  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the 
Staff,  tne  careful  and  excellent  supervision,  assistance  and  nursing.  The  harmony, 
cheerful  helpfulness  and  prompt  response  of  the  Hospital  Staff,  Supervisors  and 
nurses  has  resulted  in  many  letters  and  kind  expressions  of  appreciation  from 
patients  and  an  almost  universal  desire  to  return  here  should  occasion  arise.

Gentlemen: 

The  year  1938  marked  the  twentyrfifth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the 
hospital. 

While  not  formally  organized  as  a separate  service  until  some  years  later» 
the  department  of  Anesthesia  arranged  in  much  the  same  manner  as  at  present 
has  had  charge  of  all  anesthetic  procedures  from  the  beginning.  Ward  patients 
as  well  as  those  admitted  as  private  cases  have  at  all  times  been  under  the  care  of  a 
physician  during  all  operative  procedures. 
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The  wisdom  of  this  course  has  been  increasingly  demonstrated,  as  the  method 
of  preoperative  examination  and  medication  and  those  of  the  actual  administration 
of  various  anesthetic  agents  have  become  more  and  more  widened  in  scope  and 
application. 

During  1938  the  members  of  this  department  administered  various  forms  of 
anesthesia  on  1118  occasions  with  a minimum  of  complications  and  morbidity. 

Dr.  William  M.  Stobbs  resigned  from  this  service  during  the  year.  His 
ability  and  willing  response  whenever  called  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Dr.  Leonard  W.  Hill  has  been  appointed  as  associate  in  Anesthesia. 

Gratitude  and  appreciation  are  again  extended  to  the  Executive  and  Surgical 
Staffs  and  to  the  Surgical  and  Operating-room  Department  heads  and  their 
assistants  for  their  constant  help  and  cooperation. 

Credit  and  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  Jesse  W.  Battershall  for  his  continued 
service  in  upholding  the  standards  of  this  department.

To  the  Board  of  Managers, 

and  Staff  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital: 

Gentlemen : 

The  early  history  of  our  hospital  shows  that  the  laboratory  was  added  as  a 
very  necessary  part;  essential  to  making  a diagnosis  on  a patient.  Little  or  no 
thought  was  given  to  the  idea  that  it  might  pay  for  itself. 

There  was  a short  time,  after  I had  taken  over  as  pathologist,  that  the  income 
almost  approximated  the  expense.  It  has  been  our  endeavor  to  perform  those 
laboratory  tests  which  have  stood  the  test  of  time  and  which  will  give  the  greatest 
information  to  the  doctor  in  charge  of  a case.  This  has  been  about  all  that  a 
laboratory  with  one  technician  could  hope  to  accomplish. 

The  increased  use  of  blood  transfusion  in  surgery  and  the  sputum  typing  in 
pneumonia,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  student  nurses  to  be  taught  certain 
laboratory  proceedures  have  thrown  a heavy  burden  on  our  one  technician  and 
in  spite  of  her  extra  hours  of  duty  the  work  has  accumulated.  Blood  typing  is  a 
very  exacting  work.  No  mistake  can  be  made,  and  some  cases  have  required 
from  two  to  twenty  typings  in  an  effort  to  find  a suitable  donor. 

In  a few  instances  of  pneumonia  typing  the  attempt  to  find  the  type  has 
caused  our  technician  to  perform  tests  for  all  of  the  thirty-two  types. 

Recently  there  have  been  requests  for  special  tests  with  somewhat  limited 
usefulness.  No  doubt  these  should  be  done,  but  how,  when  one  technician  is 
already  over-burdened  with  the  routine  work  can  we  add  more.  There  has  also 
been  a request  for  more  routine  work  on  every  patient  which  further  complicates 
the  situation. 

There  is  no  opportunity  for  a doctor  to  carry  on  any  research  problem. 

To  be  sure,  there  are  often  a few  weeks  at  a time  wdien  the  work  is  light,  but 
more  often  there  are  weeks  of  struggle  to  keep  abreast  of  the  demand.

Relief  must  be  had.  Were  a part  time  technician  available,  to  be  called  in 
when  needed  it  would  answer  our  problem  for  a while.  Another  suggestion  is  to 
train  a graduate  nurse  as  a technician  and  when  the  work  in  the  laboratory  is 
light  she  would  return  to  floor  duty,  but,  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  an- 
other technician  will  be  a necessity. 

We  cannot  expect  the  laboratory  to  pay  its  way,  we  cannot  expect  the 
patient  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  a private  laboratory  fee.  But  by  way  of  illustration, 
if  a patient  is  taken  to  the  operating  room  three  times  for  a transfusion  he  pays 
three  operating  room  fees  and  yet  the  laboratory  which  may  have  typed  three 
different  persons  three  different  times,  a total  of  nine  in  all,  gets  only  a fixed  fee. 
In  my  opinion  we  should  do  a generous  amount  for  a fixed  fee,  but  if  our  laboratory 
is  to  come  anywhere  near  approaching  a paying  basis,  an  increased  fee  for  those 
requiring  an  extraordinary  and  unusual  amount  of  laboratory  work  should  be 
added. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  laboratory  charge  for  obstetric  patients  and 
yet  the  work  from  that  side  of  the  hospital  is  increasing.  A recent  survey  of  two 
weeks  showed  the  following  on  twenty  different  patients:  Urines  34,  Hemo- 

globins 4,  Red  Blood  count  4,  White  Blood  count  3,  Differential  counts  2,  Blood 
typings  4,  Blood  sugars  2.  At  least  four  of  these  twenty  had  an  unusual  amount 
of  work  done  and  should  have  paid  a fee.  Probably  an  admission  urine  on  each 
obstetric  patient  should  be  done  without  the  customary  charge,  but  those  having 
more  than  a minimum  should  pay  a fee  like  those  patients  elsewhere  in  the 
hospital. 

I have  figured  the  work  for  1938  on  the  private  fee  basis  as  established  for 
laboratory  work  at  this  hospital  and  at  that  rate  we  have  done  approximately 
$13,000.90  worth  of  laboratory  work,  while  the  receipts  have  actually  been 
$1,321 .50.  Of  course  if  these  items  are  further  taken  down  and  analyzed  it  will 
not  be  quite  as  bad  as  the  10  to  1 ratio  would  indicate,  but  it  seems  as  though 
there  was  an  excellent  opportunity  to  reduce  this  ratio.

During  1938  a cash  payment  of  $250.00  and  $2,000.00  Lincoln  Mortgage

Title  Guarantee  Company  5 1-2’s  1937,  the  interest  on  which  had  been  in  default 
since  1931.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1937-1938 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Association  during  the  season  of  1937-’38 
shows  that  Attleboro  has  supported  its  Hospital  with  even  more  loyalty  and 
enthusiasm  than  in  past  years.  All  the  committees  have  reported  a most  success- 
ful year;  the  Purchasing  Committee,  with  Mrs.  Harold  Sweet,  chairman,  has 
spent  much  time  and  thought  in  spending  their  funds  in  such  a way  as  best  to 
help  the  Hospital;  the  Donation  Day  Committee,  writh  Mrs.  Leland  Smith  as 
chairman,  reported  even  larger  contributions  from  the  public  than  the  previous 
year;  and  the  Sewing  Committee,  with  Mrs.  Arnold  Reese  as  chairman,  shows  that 
the  women  of  Attleboro  and  the  surrounding  towns  have  devoted  hours  of  service 
to  the  sick  of  their  communities.

Report  of  the  City  Solicitor 

March  11,  1939. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

In  an  annual  report,  it  is  customary  to  review  the  activities  of  the  preceding 
year  and  to  recommend  those  changes  which  will  make  for  better  understanding 
of  the  city’s  legal  problems. 

The  number  of  conferences  and  consultations  have  not  decreased  during 
1938,  but  rather  have  taken  on  a larger  field,  due  principally  to  the  inauguration 
of  the  Contributory  Retirement  System,  which  is  fast  becoming  an  important 
part  of  the  work  of  this  office. 

The  problems  relating  to  the  High  School  addition  have  been  completed, 
altho  it  involved  numerous  conferences,  and  a hurried  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Nurses’  Home  Addition  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  has  also 
provisionally  been  legally  accepted  by  the  Federal  Government,  and  is  awaiting 
allocation  of  funds. 

Pending  in  the  courts  of  this  County  at  the  present  time  are  the  cases  of 

Kearns  vs.  City  of  Attleboro — a defect  in  sidewalk  case. 

Pelletier  vs.  City  of  Attleboro — a sidewalk  case. 

Attleboro  Savings  Bank  vs.  City  of  Attleboro — a land  damage  case. 

There  are  also  several  other  claims  which  have  not  yet  been  settled  and 
which  are  on  the  docket  of  the  Claims  Committee  of  the  Municipal  Council. 
They  include  the  matters  of 

Eleanor  Halliley  vs.  City  of  Attleboro  (settled). 

Edna  Cournoyer  vs.  City  of  Attleboro  (settled). 

Edith  V\  ilson  vs.  City  of  Attleboro  (leave  to  withdraw). 

All  three  arose  from  alleged  defects  in  sidewalks  due  in  most  part  to  the 
hurricane  of  September  21. 

There  also  has  been  a review  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  with 
a view  to  eliminate  all  ordinances  which  have  become  obsolete  and  to  amend  those 
which  have  become  in  part  inconsistent  with  or  overlapping  State  enactments. 

I recommend  again  this  year  that  the  City  take  advantage  of  the  splendid 
law  library  that  it  now  possesses  by  adding  thereto  a set  of  Massachusetts’ 
Digest,  a set  of  the  Annotated  Laws  of  Mass,  and  a good  set  of  Municipal  Corpora- 
tion law.  In  that  manner  the  City  will  bring  to  date  what  it  now  has  and  make  it 
useful  and  available  to  all  officials  needing  such  information.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council, 

Gentlemen : 

I hereby  respectfully  submit  the  twenty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1938. 

In  the  past  year  a most  extensive  construction  program  was  carried  on,  in- 
cluding many  types  of  public  works.  The  various  projects  have  been  operated 
with  City  forces,  W.  P.  A.  forces  and  under  Chapter  90  contract. 

One  of  the  most  notable  projects  was  the  reconstruction  of  rural  roads. 
Various  sections  of  roadways  in  all  parts  of  the  city  were  improved  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  project  be  continued  in  the  coming  year.  A total  of  10.5 
miles  of  roads  were  reconstructed,  3,400  feet  of  drain  pipe  installed  and  30  drain 
structures  built.  The  Chapter  60  contract  completed  a section  of  roadway  on 
Thacher  Street  from  South  Avenue  to  County  Square.  This  road  had  been  a 
source  of  constant  maintenance  for  years.  Ihe  extensive  projects  which  were 
begun  during  the  year  for  the  extension  of  water  mains  and  which  are  continuing 
through  the  winter  are  of  vital  importance  to  the  community  and  the  cost  of 
same  ultimately  earned.  There  were  many  other  projects  under  construction 
during  the  year  and  though  they  are  not  specifically  mentioned  here  they  are 
collectively  and  individually  necessary  for  progressive  public  service. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  for  this  community  was  the  hurri- 
cane in  September.  This  department  was  immediately  confronted  with  the 
tremendous  task  of  cleaning,  within  several  hours,  the  debris  from  our  streets  in 
order  to  make  them  passable.  It  is  estimated  that  7,000  trees  were  destroyed  in 
the  City  of  Attleboro  in  an  area  adjacent  to  the  highways  and  in  the  parks. 
Every  resource  at  our  command,  of  man-power  and  equipment,  was  mobilized 
at  the  beginning  of  the  storm  to  clear  the  streets  and  before  nightfall  of  the 
following  day  practically  all  public  streets  were  passable.  The  work  continued 
with  W.  P.  A.  and  City  forces  and  will  be  continued  next  year  to  repair  the 
remainder  of  the  damage  caused  by  the  storm. 

In  addition  to  the  new  construction  the  regular  maintenance  work  was 
performed  to  the  best  advantage.  Although  maintenance  work  is  not  as  spec- 
tacular as  new  construction,  the  work  of  properly  and  efficiently  caring  for  the 
improvements  we  possess  is  of  utmost  financial  importance  to  the  community. 

I have  recommendations  and  more  detailed  discussions  of  our  work  in  the 
following  pages  applicable  to  the  various  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  full  appreciation  to  the  executive  branche  8 
of  our  Municipal  government  and  every  employee  of  this  department.

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HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  we  had  three  heavy  snow  storms  which 
required  every  facility  of  this  department  to  combat.  W ith  the  ever  growing 
demand  for  well  plowed  and  sanded  streets  and  walks  within  a few  hours  after  a 
storm,  it  is  only  reasonable  that  this  department  have  at  its  disposal  modern  and 
adequate  equipment  for  snow  removal.  The  real  need  of  this  department  is  for 
efficient,  mechanized  equipment  for  sidewalk  plowing.  If  the  city  is  to  be 
responsible  for  this  work,  only  dependable  equipment  should  be  used  and  the 
method  of  plowing  sidewalks  with  horse  and  plow  does  not  satisfy  these  conditions. 

A comparison  of  costs  for  mechanized  sidewalk  plowing  and  horse-drawn 
plowing  illustrates  the  advisability  of  purchasing  power-driven  units.  The  cost 
of  maintaining  horses  for  plowing  amounts  to  at  least  $750.00  per  year;  the  cost 
of  a new  power  driven  unit  is  $400.00.  Conservatively  speaking,  one  of  the 
power-driven  units  could  take  care  of  the  work  handled  by  two  horse-drawn  plows. 
A point  which  is  of  great  importance  to  us  is  the  ease  and  speed  of  transporting 
one  of  the  power-driven  units  to  any  part  of  the  city,  also,  a horse-drawn  plow 
can  only  work  a limited  time  in  a stretch,  the  power-driven  unit  can  be  used  for  an 
unlimited  time.  These  comparisons  are  features  which  cannot  be  overlooked, 
also  the  costs  of  new  units  may  be  spread  over  a period  of  years. 

A major  project  for  the  year  was  the  improvement  and  reconstruction  of 
roads  in  the  outlying  districts.  For  years  many  of  these  roadways,  or  sections  of 
them,  have  been  hazardous  to  the  increasing  traffic.  In  general  the  roads  are 
narrow  with  sharp  curves  and  irregular  grades.  To  remedy  these  conditions  as 
much  as  possible  the  construction  has  consisted  of  widening  the  present  travelled 
way  as  much  as  six  feet  on  each  side.  Curves  have  been  widened  and  lengthened 
and  in  sections  where  drainage  or  poor  grade  conditions  existed  the  roadways  were 
filled  to  give  straight  grades  and  improved  drainage.  Also  where  the  old  pave- 
ment was  in  poor  condition  the  entire  width  of  the  roadway  was  resurfaced. 
Unquestionably,  this  work  is  not  only  a distinct  improvement  for  the  present 
time,  but  it  is  also  laying  the  foundation  for  an  excellent  road  system  for  the 
future  in  our  outlying  districts.  This  is  a W.  P.  A.  project. 

The  reconstruction  of  Thacher  Street  from  South  Avenue  to  County  Street 
was  completed  under  a Chapter  90  contract  with  Charles  Capone  of  Roslindale, 
Mass.,  as  contractor.  The  new  pavement  is  thirty  feet  wide  of  7-inch  stone 
penetration  macadam  pavement.  Necessary  drainage  construction  was  also  in- 
cluded in  the  contract. 

Considerable  surface  drainage  construction  was  completed  in  various  parts 
of  the  city.  The  construction  of  a re-enforced  concrete  box  culvert  to  replace 
the  so-called  “Wolfenden”  open  drain  eliminated  an  undesirable  condition. 
This  type  of  construction  was  selected  to  eliminate  the  purchase  of  high-cost 
pipe  and  use  to  the  utmost  the  available  W.  P.  A.  labor.  A sanitary  sewer  was 
constructed  on  a portion  of  Mary  Street. 

A condition  which  had  been  the  topic  of  discussion  for  several  years  was  the 
lack  of  street  signs.  After  much  investigation  of  various  types  it  was  finally 
decided  to  obtain  signs  made  with  a wood  backing  and  an  aluminum  front  with 
black,  raised  letters.  Five  hundred  of  the  signs  were  purchased  and  placed. 

Previous  to  June  of  this  year  the  pipe  used  for  surface  drainage  had  always 
been  purchased.  After  visiting  municipalities  making  concrete  pipe,  it  was 
finally  decided  to  purchase  ten-inch  and  twelve-inch  pipe  forms,  and  with  welfare 
labor  endeavor  to  make  our  own  pipe.  After  a short  trial  period  the  venture 
proved  very  successful  and  it  was  decided  to  send  several  pieces  of  pipe  to  the 
Brown  University  testing  laboratory  to  determine  the  strength  of  the  pipe  for 
comparison  with  the  A.  S.  T.  M.  standards  for  this  pipe.  The  results  of  the 
tests  were  gratifying,  proving  the  project  to  be  entirely  successful  and  effecting 
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material  savings  to  the  city.  A W.  P.  A.  project  was  subsequently  submitted 
for  the  making  of  concrete  pipe  and  in  due  course  of  time  the  project  was  approved 
and  the  manufacture  of  the  pipe  begun,  using  A\  . P.  A.  labor.  This  project  will 
run  throughout  the  winter  with  plans  being  made  for  possible  expansion  of  this 
work  to  include  fifteen-inch  pipe. 

The  W.  P.  A.  project  for  the  construction  of  granolithic  sidewalks  and  the 
placing  of  granite  curbing  was  begun  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permitted,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  Julj-  the  original  project  which  began 
in  1S36  was  completed.  This  work,  however,  was  not  halted  but  continued 
under  a new  project  which  had  been  drawn  up  when  it  was  realized  that  many 
who  had  not  applied  for  this  work  under  the  original  project  desired  to  be  in- 
cluded for  this  betterment.  In  the  latter  part  of  November  the  work  was  halted 
due  to  cold  weather.  As  soon  as  weather  permits  in  the  spring  the  project  will 
be  put  into  operation.  The  response  by  the  public  for  this  work  has  been  more 
enthusiastic  than  was  ever  anticipated.  \\  ithout  any  doubt  this  is  one  of  the  best 
and  most  popular  projects  which  we  have  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  pro- 
mote it. 

Again  I would  like  to  stress  the  necessity  for  a larger  amount  for  maintenance 
of  the  surface  drains.  \A  e have  approximately  625  catch  basins  in  the  city  which 
require  cleaning  twice  a year.  Allotting  a minimum  of  $4.00  for  each  basin  the 
cost  amounts  to  $2,500.00  per  year.  This  does  not  include  miscellaneous  work 
which  must  be  done  on  pipe  lines.  The  surface  drainage  system  is  our  insurance 
against  flooded  streets  and  property  and  should  be  properly  maintained. 

During  the  year  several  new  pieces  of  equipment  were  purchased  for  the 
highway  department.  They  are  as  follows:  one  three-yard  Mack  truck;  one 
International  two-yard  truck  and  one  V illys  pick-up  truck. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

Equipment 

Below  is  listed  the  new  equipment  which  I recommend  to  be  purchased  to 
replace  old  equipment  or  as  additions  to  our  present  equipment  to  facilitate 
construction. 

1.  Bulldozer — This  is  an  auxiliary  unit  for  attachment  to  a tractor  for  use 
in  grading  operations,  eliminating  hand  grading  and  reducing  construction  time. 

2.  One  twelve-ton  Gasoline  Roller  to  replace  the  Steam  Roller  which  is 
twenty-three  years  old.  The  maintenance  cost  for  the  steam  is  large  and  the 
machine  is  obsolete.  The  gasoline  powered  roller  is  being  reconditioned  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  several  years  of  service  can  be  obtained  before  the  machine 
should  be  replaced. 

3.  One  small  Tandem  Roller  for  use  in  patching  and  sidewalk  work.  This 
machine  would  be  a valuable  additional  unit  for  use  in  new  construction  and  in 
maintenance  work.  Very  often  it  is  either  inadvisable  or  impossible  to  use  the 
heavy  rollers  in  construction  work,  however,  the  use  of  a small  Tandem  Roller 
would  result  in  better  construction  and  more  economical  operations. 

4.  Mechanical  Rotary  Sweeper — This  unit,  which  is  not  expensive  to 
purchase  and  very  economical  in  upkeep,  is  the  only  modern  and  economical 
type  of  machine  to  use  in  sweeping  and  cleaning  streets.  The  area  of  the  city 
which  could  be  covered  by  this  method  would  be  very  much  greater  than  by  the 
present  hand  sweeping  routine.  From  an  economical  standpoint  the  cost  per 
mile  of  street  would  be  only  a fraction  of  the  present  cost.  The  time  for  cleaning 
per  mile  of  street  would  also  be  very  much  smaller  than  at  the  present  time. 
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5.  Trench  Hoe — This  unit,  which  replaces  the  regular  digging  bucket  on 
the  power  shovel,  enables  us  to  use  the  power  shovel  in  digging  trenches.  The 
advantage  of  this  method  over  hand-digging  is  unquestionable.  Construction 
time  could  be  reduced  enormously  on  all  projects,  particularly  where  other  con- 
struction must  wait  until  the  trench  work  is  completed. 

6.  Road  Drag — This  piece  of  equipment  would  be  used  on  all  of  our  road 
construction  work  for  the  shaping  of  the  road  surface.  It  is  an  inexpensive  ma- 
chine and  would  be  of  much  assistance  in  a vital  phase  of  the  construction. 

7.  Screening  Plant — The  average  amount  spent  by  this  department  per 
year  for  sand  and  crushed  stone  from  outside  sources  is  13,500.00.  The  cost  of  a 
screening  plant  for  producing  our  own  supply  of  sand  and  stone  would  be  ap- 
proximately $1,500.00.  It  is  significant  from  a study  of  these  figures  that  a 
saving  could  be  effected  here  by  producing  our  own  screened  sand  and  stone  in 
addition  to  shortening  hauling  distances.  The  sand  and  stone  is  used  on  the 
various  types  of  construction,  principally  roads  and  sidewalks;  in  the  winter 
large  quantities  are  used  for  sanding  our  streets,  therefore  the  quantities  of  materi- 
al used  will  not  vary  any  appreciable  amount  from  year  to  year. 

8.  Three  portable  sidewalk  plowing  units.  I have  already  dealt  with  this 
subject  in  this  report  and  wish  only  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  obtaining 
mechanized  equipment  for  this  work  rather  than  hiring  privately  owned  horses 
which  is  the  present  procedure.  The  recommended  plows  have  been  demonstrated 
here  in  average  snow  depths  and  the  results  were  entirely  satisfactory. 

9.  30-Ton  Trailer — We  do  not  possess  a trailer  for  the  transporting  of  our 
power  shovel  to  and  from  the  various  jobs.  At  the  present  time  we  have  to  hire 
one  from  a North  Attleboro  concern  and,  although  they  have  been  very  co- 
operative, it  results  in  loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  expense.  The  difficulties 
which  we  experienced  during  the  clean-up  of  the  hurricane  damage,  when  it  was 
practically  impossible  to  hire  a trailer,  with  the  resulting  loss  of  three  days  work 
at  a crucial  time  is  indicative  of  the  disadvantages  of  not  owning  our  own.  The 
use  for  which  a trailer  of  this  kind  would  be  available  is  not  limited  to  merely  the 
transportation  of  the  shovel,  as  it  could  be  used  to  transport  other  equipment 
and  for  hauling  heavy  loads. 

Improvements 

With  the  repair  division  and  the  motorized  equipment  of  the  Highway 
Department  now  housed  at  the  Wall  Street  garage  I recommend  that  plans  be 
formulated  for  an  addition  to  the  present  brick  garage  to  house  the  Water  Depart- 
ment and  its  equipment.  The  present  quarters  are  inadequate  and  lacking 
necessary  facilities  Studies  for  such  an  addition  have  been  prepared  by  our 
engineering  department. 

Again  I wish  to  repeat  my  recommendation  for  the  repair,  if  possible,  or 
the  replacement  of  the  elevated  trunk  line  sewer  in  Hebron ville.  This  conduit 
has  an  inside  diameter  of  30  inches  and  together  with  its  supporting  structure  is 
constructed  of  re-enforced  concrete.  Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced 
due  to  leakage  at  the  expansion  joints  of  the  pipe.  These  joints  have  been  re- 
paired temporarily.  The  necessity  for  permanent  repairs,  or  replacement,  is 
of  vital  importance  for  the  functioning  of  the  sewer  system  of  the  city. 

Distributed  throughout  the  city  there  are  approximately  four  miles  of  guard 
fence  constructed  entirely  of  wood.  Most  of  this  is  in  poor  condition  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  posts  are  old  and  have  become  rotted,  and  as  a protection  are  there- 
fore of  little  value.  The  wooden  type  of  fence  is  expensive  to  maintain,  other 
types  require  less  maintenance  yet  provide  much  greater  protection.  I recom- 
ment the  replacement  of  the  present  wooden  fence  with  a fence  constructed 
of  standard  concrete  posts  and  steel  cables.  This  is  the  type  which  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  uses  extensively  along  its  highways.  We  have  an  approved 
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project  for  the  construction  of  the  concrete  posts  by  W.  P.  A.  labor  and  a project 
for  erecting  the  fence  could  be  obtained,  thereby  cutting  the  cost  of  this  con- 
struction to  a minimum.  Because  this  fence  is  placed  along  our  public  highways 
bounded  by  railroad  approach  slopes,  roadway  slopes  and  water  courses,  it  is 
imperative  for  the  safety  of  the  public  that  adequate  and  substantial  protection 
be  provided. 

We  have,  also,  an  approved  project  for  the  construction  of  concrete  gutter 
drains  for  use  in  the  outlying  districts  to  conduct  the  surface  drainage  off  the 
roadway.  Because  of  the  prohibitive  costs  we  are  unable  to  construct  the  usual 
surface  drainage  structures  and  pipe  lines  to  drain  the  roadways  in  our  rural 
sections.  To  disregard  surface  drainage  entirely  on  these  roads  results  only 
in  undesirable  road  conditions  and  high  maintenance  costs.  It  thus  becomes 
necessary  to  remove  as  much  of  the  surface  water  as  possible  with  a minimum  of 
expenditure  for  the  necessary  structures.

WATER  DIVISION 

Throughout  the  year  extensive  work  was  done  in  extending  our  water  mains 
in  various  parts  of  the  city.  Every  facility  of  the  water  department  was  operated 
to  capacity  and  large  forces  of  W.  P.  A.  workers  were  employed  in  the  construc- 
tion. Unquestionably  this  type  of  project  is  one  which  is  a definite,  permanent 
asset  to  our  water  supply  system.  Extensions  of  our  supply  system  will  also 
furnish  an  incentive  for  development  of  areas  thus  improved.  In  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  an  ambitious  program  for  extensions  got  underway  with  a proposed 
total  of  seven  miles  of  new  water  main  installations.  This  work  will  be  spread 
over  the  various  sections  of  the  city.  In  this  project  it  is  proposed  to  replace 
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several  thousand  feet  of  six-inch  water  pipe  with  larger  sizes  and  investigations 
are  being  made  by  this  department  to  have  this  six-inch  pipe  completely  recondi- 
tioned so  that  it  may  be  used  for  subsequent  installation.  As  this  six-inch  pipe 
is  standard  cast  iron  pipe,  it  can  be  used  for  new  extensions  without  any  expectant 
decrease  in  length  of  life. 

The  new  equipment  purchased  for  the  water  department  for  the  past  year 
consisted  of  a new  International  truck  phassis  and  a special  body  for  carrying  the 
necessary  tools,  equipment  and  materials  for  new  construction  and  emergency 
work.  This  piece  of  equipment  is  a distinct  improvement  over  the  former  truck 
used  for  this  purpose. 

Recommendations:  There  are  many  recommendations  which  I could  make 

relative  to  needed  construction  and  facilities  for  our  water  system;  however,  I 
shall  limit  myself  to  making  only  such  suggestions  which  I believe  are  important 
enough  to  warrant  serious  consideration  and  study  now,  with  definite  action  on 
them  in  the  near  future. 

In  1937  the  standpipe  had  its  outer  covering  of  brick  removed  from  the  top 
to  a point  approximately  fifty  feet  down  where  it  was  capped  with  concrete. 
This  was  done  as  a temporary  measure  due  to  large  sections  of  the  brick  covering 
falling  down.  I recommend  that  a study  be  made  and  plans  formulated  for  the 
water-proofing  of  the  inside  of  the  tank  and  the  removal  of  the  remainder  of  the 
outside  wall  to  be  followed  by  a complete  reconditioning  of  the  outside  of  the  tank 
itself.  Because  the  standpipe  is  the  reservoir  for  the  daily  water  supply  to  the 
community,  nothing  should  be  left  undone  to  insure  a steady,  ample  supply  at 
the  lowest  possible  cost,  so  again  I recommend  the  consideration  of  constructing 
a second  standpipe  which  could  lower  operating  costs  and  reduce  to  a minumum 
the  possibility  of  emergency  pumping  should  the  present  standpipe  be  closed 
for  any  reason. 

Again — I recommend  the  installation  of  an  additional  twelve-inch  water  line 
from  the  pumping  station  in  South  Attleboro  to  Highland  Avenue.  There  is 
only  one  supply  line  for  South  Attleboro  and  should  it  become  necessary  to  close 
this  line  for  any  emergency,  the  entire  south  end  would  be  without  its  water 
supply. 

Equipment  Recommendations:  A one-half  ton  pick-up  truck  to  replace  a 

1931  Ford  pick-up  truck.  The  old  truck  is  used  continually  for  miscellaneous 
work  and  has  served  its  usefulness.  Its  maintenance  cost  is  high  and  it  cannot 
be  depended  upon;  therefore,  I recommend  its  replacement  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  meter  division  of  the  water  department  has  never  had  the  proper  equip- 
ment for  the  testing  of  meters.  The  water  meters  are  the  only  medium  the  city 
has  for  measuring  the  amount  of  water  each  consumer  uses,  which  in  turn  directly 
determines  the  income  to  the  city  from  its  water  distribution.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  far  too  many  meters  of  the  old  type  which  irivaribly  record  less  water 
than  is  actually  consumed.  As  a result  of  this  condition  the  city’s  income  is 
considerably  less  than  it  should  be.  Also  an  inequality  exists  between  consumers 
having  new,  efficient  meters  and  those  having  old,  under-rating  meters. 

There  are  two  procedures  which  should  be  followed  to  eliminate  these  un- 
desirable conditions.  The  first,  of  course,  is  to  replace  all  the  old  type  meters 
with  the  new  type,  which  if  done  immediately  would  represent  a large  sum  of 
money.  Undoubtedly  this  could  not  be  done,  but  a sum  of  $2,500.00  should  be 
set  aside  each  year  for  a turn-over  for  this  purpose.  This  figure  is  arrived  at  in 
the  following  manner:  there  are  approximately  4,000  meters  in  use  at  the  present 
time,  and  assuming  the  average  life  of  each  meter  to  be  20  years,  the  number  to 
be  replaced  each  year  would  be  200  meters  at  a cost  of  $10.00  each,  a total  of  $2,- 
000.00.  Then  each  year  there  are  approximately  50  new  additional  services 
installed  which  would  require  a sum  of  $500.00  for  meters.  Therefore,  the  total

amount  each  year  would  be  $2,500.00  for  new  meters.  Secondly,  the  department 
should  have  modern,  accurate  meter  testing  equipment,  making  it  possible  to 
test  meters  more  quickly  and  accurately  than  with  the  inadequate  apparatus 
now  in  use.  In  the  past  year  part  of  the  necessary  equipment  was  purchased; 
however,  it  is  still  necessary  to  purchase  a meter  testing  bench  with  its  accom- 
panying appurtenances,  the  cost  of  which  would  be  approximately  $200.00.  I 
recommend  the  immediate  purchase  of  this  equipment  as  the  added  income  to  the 
city  for  one  year  would  be  substantially  more  than  the  cost  for  the  above  item. 


PUMPING  STATION 

During  the  year  the  pumping  station  and  its  various  units  have  been  operated 
economically  and  every  effort  made  to  give  the  community  a satisfactory  water 
supply.  The  treating  and  aerating  equipment  have  been  entirely  satisfactory 
and  periodically  this  department  conducts  tests  to  assure  the  public  of  the  best 
quality  of  water.  Check-ups  are  also  made  of  power  consumption  and  costs  of 
pumping  to  obtain  for  the  city  maximum  economic  operation. 

If  adequate  storage  were  provided  by  the  building  of  a second  standpipe 
all  pumping  could  be  done  at  night  on  the  low  off  peak  rate.  The  money  saved 
would,  in  part  at  least,  pay  for  the  interest  on  the  investment.  As  pointed  out 
previously  in  this  report  a second  standpipe  would  insure  us  uninterrupted  service 
against  any  possible  failure  of  our  present  structure  and  enable  us  to  clean  any 
repair  either  one  without  resorting  to  continuous  pumping,  a costly 
procedure. 

Recommendations:  We  have  an  approved  project  for  the  improvement  of 

the  gounds  surrounding  the  pumping  station  and  particularly  to  excavate  the 
silt  from  the  low  area  between  the  two  Bowler  wells  and  refill  with  gravel.  I 
recommend  the  excavation  of  the  silt  and  refilling  of  the  area,  also  certain  other 
improvements  around  the  station. 

The  house  adjacent  to  the  pumping  station  is  owned  by  the  City  and  houses 
the  chief  engineer  of  the  pumping  station  in  order  that  he  may  be  available  in 
any  emergency.  The  hurricane  did  some  damage  to  the  outside  of  the  house, 
however  this  damage  to  shingles  and  clapboards  has  been  repaired.  The  inside 
of  the  house  is  in  very  poor  condition  as  there  have  been  very  few,  if  any,  im- 
provements made  for  many  years.  I recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
to  paint  the  exterior,  refinish  the  interior,  and  make  necessary  changes,  including 
obsolete  plumbing  and  electric  wiring,  for  the  improvement  of  the  property. 

In  closing  this  brief  report  of  the  Pumping  Station,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment wishes  to  report  with  pardonable  pride  the  production  of  our  fine  water 
made  possible  through  the  installation  of  the  new  treatment  plant,  new  pumps, 
new  electrical  power  and  the  renovation  of  the  pumping  station.  Many  delega- 
tions and  individuals  have  already  inspected  the  new  set-up  at  the  Pumping 
Station  and  we  extend  a cordial  invitation  to  all  interested.

Report  of  Attleboro  Public  Library 

January  16,  1939. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Attleborough  Public  Library,  Joseph  L.  Sweet  Memorial, 
submit  herewith  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1938,  ana 
enclose  a copy  of  the  Librarian’s  report. 

The  number  of  volumes  on  file  in  the  Library  as  of  December  31st,  1938, 
total  44,570,  together  with  a large  picture  collection,  talking  book  records  and 
miscellaneous  panphlets  and  magazines.  The  total  circulation  during  the  year 
was  140,230  volumes,  131  talking  book  records  and  2,000  pictures. 

As  the  branches  circulate  nearly  40%  of  the  total  volume  it  is  becoming 
imperative  that  more  adequate  facilities  be  provided  for  this  work  if  it  is  to  be 
continued  with  any  degree  of  efficiency,  as  the  drain  on  the  main  library  both  as 
to  staff  members  and  book  material  tends  to  weaken  both  ends. 

We  have  made  no  major  improvements  or  repairs  to  the  building  this  year 
except  to  paint  the  children’s  room  and  install  an  awning  on  the  windows  at  the 
rear  of  the  main  stacks  which  has  saved  the  books  in  that  location  from  sun  burn 
and  also  has  helped  to  lessen  the  glare.  Two  new  steel  filing  cabinets  were  in- 
stalled to  take  the  place  of  the  old  wooden  ones  which  had  become  inadequate. 
These  new  files  should  provide  ample  space  for  some  time  to  come. 

Much  assistance  is  given  to  the  business  interests  of  the  city  by  way  of 
looking  up  source  material,  designs,  translations  of  foreign  mail  and  a great 
deal  of  reference  work.  The  work  of  the  library  does  not  stop  at  the  mere  circula- 
tion of  books. 

The  talking  book  records  and  the  machine  have  been  of  great  benefit  and 
help  to  the  blind  in  our  community  and  while  the  circulation  of  131  does  not  in 
itself  seem  large  this  amount  will  increase  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to  afford  a larger 
and  more  varied  selection  of  the  talking  book  records.  W e are  most  grateful  to  all 
who  have  helped  us  in  this  work  and  especially  to  those  who  have  loaned  their 
cars  for  the  delivery  of  the  machine. 

This  department  of  the  city  work  is  most  fortu  nate  in  having  a staff  of  workers 
whose  interest  and  graciousness  have  extended  a service  to  its  people  far  in  excess 
of  their  monetary  compensation  and  the  trustees  wish  to  record  their  sincere 
appreciation  to  them  for  such  wholehearted  cooperation  and  helpfulness. 

We  are  aware  and  appreciate  the  public  clamor  for  more  books  and  for  a 
larger  number  of  the  current  ‘‘best  sellers”  and  we  are  stretching  our  book  appro- 
priation to  its  utmost.  \\  e do  hope  however,  and  look  ahead  to  that  time  when 
we  can  more  satisfactorily  supply  the  desires  of  our  people. 

To  the  countless  number  of  people  who  have  donated  books,  magazines,  and 
flowers  the  library  department  is  most  grateful.

A STATEMENT  OF  OPERATIONS 

For  information  and  recreation  the  Public  Library  offers  to  the  people  of 
Attleboro  a collection  of  44,570  books,  approximately  75,000  pictures  and  5,000 
pamphlets  and  179  magazines.  The  people  of  Attleboro  withdrew  for  home  use  in 
1938,  books,  pamphlets  and  magazines  to  the  number  of  140,230  items,  plus  over 
2,000  pictures  and  131  talking  book  records,  which  is  an  increase  of  nearly  14,000 
volumes  over  the  previous  year. 

Contrary  to  general  opinion,  new  titles  form  but  a small  proportion  of  the 
total  number  of  books  withdrawn.  The  total  number  of  additions  for  the  year 
was  3,538,  and  nearly  one-half  of  these  were  duplicates  or  replacements.  As  to 
type,  30.3%  were  books  of  non-fiction  with  literature,  the  fine  arts,  and  material 
on  practical  arts  and  technology  ranking  as  given. 

Of  the  total  number  of  books  borrowed,  slightly  under  40%  were  loaned 
from  the  branches.  These  branch  libraries  at  Dodgeville  School,  Hebronville 
Community  Cottage,  South  Attleboro  Village,  and  W ashington  School  all  report 
an  unusually  busy  year  with  increasing  demands  for  a share  of  current  titles  and 
the  need  for  providing  more  adequate  material  for  reference  use. 

A six  months  trial  of  a two  day  per  week  schedule  for  South  Attleboro 
Village  has  proved  highly  successful  apd  the  volume  of  work  at  Washington 
School  has  made  it  necessary  to  send  two  assistants  to  that  branch.  The  use  of 
the  collection  and  the  requests  for  information  will  warrant  extending  the  service 
to  two  days  per  week  if  the  library  is  to  provide  anything  approximating  adequate 
service  in  this  district. 

The  Children’s  Librarian  reports  increasing  contacts  with  the  public  schools, 
with  more  class  room  deposits  and  the  need  for  some  provision  for  giving  more 
attention  to  parents  and  teachers  seeking  consultation  on  books  for  boys  and  girls. 

The  mere  number  of  items  loaned  is  of  course  not  a criterion  of  the  quality 
of  library  service  which  a community  receives,  but  it  does  serve  to  account  for  the 
necessity  of  a larger  staff  and  more  adequate  budget  provision  for  binding  and 
replacement. 

Three  months  is  the  average  life  of  a new  book  before  repair  becomes  im- 
perative if  the  book  is  to  be  ret  lined  for  further  use.  And  once  rebound,  the  life 
of  the  book  is  extended  for  5 to  30  years  depending  upon  its  use.  Consequentlye 
increasing  circulation  requires  larger  binding  appropriations.  Provided  stitches 
are  not  broken,  books  are  repaired  at  the  Library  by  girls  working  on  an  N.  Y.  A. 
project.  Were  it  not  for  the  N.  Y.  A.  help,  hundreds  of  volumes  would  have  to  be 
withdrawn  from  circulation  permanently  as  the  salary  budget  is  quite  inadequate 
to  take  care  of  any  but  the  most  urgent  tasks  of  salvaging  worn  and  damaged  items. 

In  the  matter  of  physical  upkeep  of  the  building,  there  were  no  major  repairs 
with  the  exception  of  repainting  the  Children’s  Room  and  the  refinishing  to 
prevent  further  cracking  of  window  sills  and  tables  in  the  reading  room.  W orn 
out  chair  tips  were  replaced  and  an  awning  purchased  for  the  large  window  in  the 
rear  of  the  stacks.  Aside  from  the  increased  comfort  afforded  by  this  protection 
from  glare,  the  blistering  of  books  located  near  the  windows  will  be  prevented  and 
the  paper  and  bindings  will  not  disintegrate  so  rapidly  as  formerly. 

Only  one  item  of  equipment  was  added  and  the  cost  was  met  from  invested 
funds.  Two  steel  filing  cabinets  replaced  the  wooden  cases  which  were  filled 
to  overflowing.  The  steel  cases  provided  for  ample  filing  space  for  at  least  twelve 
years,  and  the  wooden  cases  were  transferred  for  use  in  other  parts  of  the  building. 

In  regard  to  personnel,  that  factor  which  determines  the  degree  to  which 
any  institution  functions  successfully,  the  Attleboro  Library  has  been  exceedingly 
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fortunate.  Despite  salary  scales,  which  have  been  low  even  for  library  salaries, 
a staff  of  alert  and  conscientious  workers  has  sought  to  handle  multiple  duties, 
and  at  the  same  time  striven  to  increase  their  professional  and  business  knowledge 
and  skill  by  studies  and  activities  of  a wide  range.  W ith  changing  duties  due  to 
resignations  and  the  necessity  of  meeting  demands  for  specialized  reference 
service,  it  has  been  found  wise  to  draw  up  a formal  schedule  of  qualifications  and 
duties.  This  schedule  of  qualifications,  based  on  similar  schemes  used  in  other 
libraries  and  an  outline  of  the  Massachusetts  Planning  Board,  was  adopted  by 
the  trustees  in  December  1938.  The  plan  provides  a basis  for  promotion  of  present 
staff  members  and  outlines  requirements  that  must  be  met  by  future  appointees. 
It’s  aim  is  to  establish  a method  of  assignment  and  differentiation  of  tasks  accord- 
ing to  personal  and  educational  qualifications  which  will  result  in  a library  service 
that  will  be  able  to  meet  more  adequately  the  changing  and  amplyfing  interests 
of  the  community. 

The  past  year  has  been  strenuous  for  both  staff  and  library  users.  The  staff 
members  have  struggled  under  totally  inadequate  salaries  and  a multiplicity  of 
duties  which  left  no  time  or  energy  to  become  familiar  with  the  very  items — 
books — on  which  they  were  expected  to  keep  informed.  These  extra  duties  were 
largely  due  to  resignations  which  left  places  that  could  not  be  filled  with  the 
funds  available.  Those  who  used  the  library  have  had  to  get  along  as  best  they 
might  with  emergency  assistants  unfamiliar  with  the  book  collection  or  routine 
procedures.  Furthermore,  the  demands  for  certain  titles  of  books  have  been 
so  great  that  borrowers  were  often  obliged  to  wait  from  three  to  eight  months 
before  copies  were  available.  Readers  at  the  branches  seldom  had  access  to  any 
current  titles  whatsoever.  Yet  more  books  were  added  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  nearly  800  duplicate  titles  were  added  to  the  adult  collection. 

Through  the  courtesy  and  generosity  of  individual  borrowers  and  organiza- 
tions, many  items  that  would  otherwise  not  have  been  attainable  were  presented 
for  public  use.  Gifts  of  books  and  magazines  have  been  of  particular  help  to 
hospital  and  branch  services,  but  extra  copies  at  the  main  library  have  also  been 
welcome.  To  all  who  have  shared  time  or  services,  money,  flowers,  or  books,  the 
library  is  deeply  appreciative. 

In  a summary  of  the  year’s  activities  there  have  been  some  accomplishments’ 
some  errors,  and  many  plans  for  making  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  and  its 
services  a stimulating  and  cooperative  factor  in  the  community.  To  the  staff 
is  due  much  credit  for  hard  work  combined  with  loyal  efforts  in  making  adjust- 
ments to  of  times  irritating  and  discouraging  circumstances.  To  the  trustees 
who  have  been  patient  with  the  errors  and  kindly  and  helpful  in  counsel,  this 
report  of  the  library^  activities  is,

Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

1938  has  been  the  hardest  of  all  years  as  far  as  I recollect  for  the  Park  Depart- 
ment. With  a very  wet  season,  grass  and  weeds  growing  so  fast,  the  manpower 
and  equipment  was  taxed  real  hard  keeping  the  park  looking  presentable  all 
summer.  Then,  on  September  21st,  the  hurricane  which  struck  New  England 
did  considerable  damage  to  Capron  Park.  Our  beautiful  Pine  Grove  was  totally 
destroyed  and  370  trees  and  all  playground  equipment  will  have  to  be  replaced 
as  well  as  buildings  and  fences  that  were  damaged.  A total  of  730  trees  were  cut 
down  in  the  park  and  on  the  common  due  to  the  storm. 

The  Harford  A.  Capron  Zoo  Building  and  animals  were  enjoyed  by  our  own 
citizens  and  thousands  of  visitors  to  Capron  Park. 

The  Swimming  Pool  and  Playground  were  well  patronized  and  appreciated 
by  the  children,  and  for  what  money  the  city  spends  on  the  playground  at  Capron 
Park  I honestly  think  that  Attleboro  and  the  children  get  more  for  money  ex- 
pended than  anywhere  in  New  England. 

Fourth  of  July  was  a big  day  at  the  park  as  about  8,000  people  came  to  hear 
the  Band  Concert,  see  the  sports  program  put  on  in  the  afternoon  by  the  kiddies 
and  older  boys,  and  witness  the  fireworks  in  the  evening.  This  was  sponsored 
by  the  American  Legion  and  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  donated  to  the  affair  giving 
the  children  of  the  city  an  interesting  and  enjoyable  day  and  evening  at  the  park. 

During  the  summer  the  Brockton  W.  P.  A.  Band,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Kindrew  (Conductor),  gave  four  concerts  at  the  park  through  the  courtesy 
of  J.  Evans  Magoon,  District  Supervisor  of  the  Federal  Music  Project.  There 
were  five  concerts  scheduled  but  one  had  to  be  ommitted  on  account  of  a very 
stormy  Sunday.  These  concerts  were  excellently  rendered  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  thousands  of  music  lovers.  The  Park  Commissioners  paid  the 
transportation  so  that  the  only  expense  that  the  city  had  was  for  the  Electric 
Lights  and  the  time  required  to  clean  up  the  next  day. 

The  Park  Commissioners  also  paid  the  transportation  for  about  50  boys  to  the 
Red  Sox  Ball  Game,  this  trip  being  a sort  of  reward  for  good  sportsmanship  on 
both  the  track  and  ball  fields. 
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The  Tennis  Courts,  as  usual,  were  constantly  in  use  from  early  morning 
until  late  at  night. 

With  the  old  posts  and  chicken  wire  requiring  a lot  of  repair  and  replace- 
ments yearly,  I am  recommending  a start  for  a permanent  chain  link  fence  and 
pipe  posts  set  in  cement,  Courts  No.  1 and  No.  2 one  year,  No.  3 another  year, 
and  No.  4 a third  year. 

New  slides,  swings  and  teeter  boards  will  have  to  be  erected  in  the  playground 
as  all  were  broken  by  trees  falling  on  them  during  the  Hurricane  of  September 
21st.  This  will  require  approximately  $500.00. 

I recommend  that  the  Pine  Grove  be  replanted  as  soon  as  money  can  be  had 
for  this  purpose.  Estimated  cost  for  trees  and  loam,  re-grading  and  re-seeding, 
using  W . P.  A.  Labor,  would  be  about  $2000 . 00. 

As  Superintendent,  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Park  Com- 
missioners for  their  cooperation  and  support  at  all  times,  the  playground  super- 
visors for  their  interest  in  the  health  and  welfare  of  all  the  children  using  the 
playground  and  swimming  pool.  Also  the  Police  Department,  for  the  efficient 
way  in  which  they  handled  the  large  number  of  people  and  automobiles  on 
different  occasions,  without  any  accident  to  autos  or  pedestrians.

Among  the  numerous  activities  listed  on  the  program  were,  Baseball,  Tennis, 
Paddle  Tennis,  Tenakoit,  Horseshoes,  Quoits,  Handball,  Soccer  Football,  Touch 
Football,  High  School  football  conditioning  class,  games  for  younger  children, 
Sand  Modeling,  Apparatus  Supervision,  daily  inspection  of  apparatus,  Bat  Ball, 
Playground  Ball,  Soft  Ball,  Basketball,  Swimming  Instruction,  water  games, 
Health  Inspection  of  all  children  using  the  swimming  pool,  track  meets,  Senior 
tennis  team,  City  Boys  and  Girls  Junior  tennis  championships,  City  Senior  Singles 
and  Doubles  tennis  championships,  Annual  Field  Day,  Volley  Ball,  Red  Cross 
Beginners  Swimming  Tests,  Boy  and  Girl  Playground  Leaders  Corp,  and  many 
others. 

Mr.  Anderson  was  his  usual  kindly  self  to  the  supervisors  during  the  summer, 
and  cooperated  at  all  times  when  cooperation  was  needed.  He  gave  us  all  the 
equipment  that  he  could  with  the  small  amount  of  money  allotted  for  the  purpose. 
He  and  his  men  did  an  excellent  job  of  keeping  the  swimming  pool  in  condition 
and  I cannot  let  this  opportunity  go  by  without  saving  that,  in  my  estimation, 
and  I have  visited  many  pools  in  this  section  of  the  country,  the  Hunton  Pool 
tops  them  all.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  pools  of  its  type  in  New  England.  May  I 
also  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Harold  Sweet  for  her  interest  in  the 
pool,  and  for  her  financial  assistance  in  making  possible  the  many  improvements 
which  have  been  a wonderful  thing  for  the  youngsters. 

We  need  more  equipment,  especially  some  quiet  game  materials  for  use  in  the 
shelter  house.  Three  new  sets  of  horseshoes  are  a necessity  for  next  year.  This 
game  is  very  popular  at  the  playground,  and  I would  like  to  see  some  clay  boxes 
laid  out  when  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 

The  annual  playground  field  day  was  held  as  usual  during  the  final  week.

This  Summer,  for  the  second  time,  the  pool  was  kept  open  during  the  final 
two  weeks  of  August,  afternoons  only,  Miss  Hillman  being  in  charge.  The  year 
before  I had  taken  charge.  Both  of  us  report  that  in  our  estimation  it  is  not  a 
satisfactory  proceedure.  The  attendance  is  very  small,  all  interest  seemingly  to 
have  ended  with  the  field  day  program.  However,  if  the  custom  is  to  continue, 
I feel  that  the  regular  supervisors  should  alternate  yearly  in  taking  charge, 
A whole  season’s  work  might  easily  be  spoiled  and  much  disciplinary  damage  done 
if  others,  not  connected  with  the  playground  were  put  in  as  substitutes. 

Please  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Commissioners  for  their  generosity 
in  providing  a bus  to  take  the  baseball  boys  to  Boston. 

In  closing  I wish  to  state  that  the  season  was  a very  pleasant  one  and  that  I 
enjoyed  every  minute  of  it. 

I am  sure  that  Miss  Hillman  feels  the  same  way.
